His Lord hip ironically compliment- 

cd the vaft exyent of abilities of Laid

North, in limiting the continuance of 
the territorial acquefitions in the Com. 
pany’s poffeifion for fix years. He 
faid, he might call bis Loidthip “the 
lion of Government, and ‘the Indize 
Company ‘the. jackall,. or Sion’s pro- 
vider; that he had aiready ft zed upon 
three. quarrers ;. and no doubt but, 
when.the. lion had been out buxting, 
and was returnmg hungry, that the 
remaining quarter would he” feized 
aif; that he load there an indepen- 
dent man, ready to give Government 
every honourable affittance 5 that that 
he would do, and farther wau'd ‘not 
be expected of shim. With refpeét 
to ‘the Eaft India Company, he la- 
mented their fixuation ; that they had

His Lordhhip remarked, that, fer

Sir, nota ftone has been 
left unturned, where the leat proba- 
bility could arife of difcovering fome- 
thing of a criminal nature againft me. 
‘The two Committees, Sir, feem to 
have bent the whole of their inquiries 
to the conduét of their humble fervant 
the Baron of Plaffey ; and I have been 
examined by the Sele& Committee 
more like a theep-ftealer than a mem- 
ber of this‘ Houle. I am fure, Sir, if 
I had any fore places about me, they 
would have been found; they. have 
probed to the bottom; no lenient 
plaifters have been applied to heal:

The fa&t [ 
refer to is, that Mr. Rider fpeaks of 
Mr. Pitt, now Earl of Chatham; as 
being the framer of the bill for the re. 
lief of the out-penfioners of Chelfea- 
hofpital, by ordering their penfions to’ - 
be paid by the Receivers of the excife- 
money, &c. of each county. Conti 
dering the extortions which the poor 
penfioners were before fubje&t and of- 
ten obliged to fubmit ‘to, there have 
been few aéts paffed more beneficial 
than that for paying their penfions in 
the manner mentioned. But this aé& 
was not at all owing to Mr. Pitt; the 
fcheme was originally and wholly fra- 
med -by John Hutchings, Efq; one of 
his Majefty’s juftices.of the. peace for 
the county’ of Dorfet, and by hing 
tranfmitted, through the means of Mrs 
Fox, 'to the late Duke of Cumberland, 
who, on perufal, was fo pleafed with 
it, that he defired his.thanks to be re- 
turned to Mr. Hutchings, and that‘it 
might be brought into parliament that 
feftions, the parliament being then fit< 
ting, which was accordingly done. 
This, Sir, isa true account of the rife 
of that a&, and, as I think thofe 
who benefit mankind fhould have the 
due praife of it, that is my nio'ive for 
fending you this anecdote.

AN addrefe-to the farmers of Nor- 
folk, refpefting the fetting of 
wheat, having been noticed in the 
Gentleman's Magazine of September, 
remarking, that there feems nothing 
tobe urged againft this improvement 
but the imprafticability of being car- 
ried generaily into execution, as it 
would require a million, and half of 
working women and children, which 
is more than the whole kingdom could 
fupply, and the addreffer feems to be 
called on to inveftigate his own propo- 
fal: Lam not fufficiently: acquainted 
with the popularity of the whote king- 
dom,. nor. the number of - its arable 
acres, to determine whether fuch a 
number. is requifite: for the general 
fetting of them; but if the following 
analogous 
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analogous reafoning is adinittéd, the 


plea to its inipraSticability willbe re- - 


moved, the plan fupporied, ard’ its 
operation -fhewn to be as facile, ‘as it is 
ufeful. Accordingly, f have taken a 
clofe furvey of three parifhes in this 
county, viz, Bawburgh, Marlinford, 
and Barford, Gtuate a few miles welt 
of Norwich; and 4 gentiemat, my 
acquaintance, of another‘ parifh, viz. 
Scething, foath-eaft of Norwich, ix 
which p withes there appears an average 


of about g00-acres of wheat fown an- ° 


pually, and, which four parithes con- 
tain, excluhve of gentry, farmers and 
their families, with the incapable and 
infirm poor, about or above 306 peo~ 
ple, cottagers and their children, Now, 
from real obfervatian, as well as di- 
vers concurring informations (as al- 
moft every fasmer in the abovemen- 
tioned parsihes, as in many. others, are 
fetting-of wheat), one dibler and three 
droppers, thatis, one who makes the 
holes, and three who drop the grain, 
will fet fixteen acres in two moaths, 
allowing them to work only five days 
in the week,. which will require oniy 
thirty-two of the former, and. nibety- 
fix of the latter ; hence there remains 
a furplus of 172 inhabitants, of whom 
at leait. one. hundred (if not more} 
are (uitable for this employ. In-this 
furvey the reader perceives the farmer’s 
families are not included, whole fer- 
vanis, as. the practice obtains, will be 
in; part employed, as well as fome of 


their. children; efpecially as part of 


the bufinefs of the fervants, viz. fow- 
ing, will be fuperfeded by this- mode 
of culture, Befide the fucvey already 
recited, I have taken a curfory view of 
feveral other parifhes, and am per- 
fuaded it is ealily praéticable, though 
the-manufacturing and grazing: parithes 
were to withold any affittance, 

In Norfolk there are 660 -parifhes, 
and inthe other counties, exclufive of 
Wales, about 84003 therefore, ac- 
cording to.the foregoing furvey, there 
will be 80,300 acres fown yearly in this 
county with wheat, which will require 
20,072 people, and, fuppofing the pro- 
portion to hold for the reft of England, 
262,450 perfons, lefs than a fifth part 
this writer conceived. 

I am not infenfibte that the parifhes 
in many parts of England are much 
more exrenfive than in this county, and 
that in the. midland counties their _pro- 
grven of wheat may be much larger, 

ut, oppofe:to thefe the extended gra- 
zing tracts of the fens, the wolds, and 





the moors of the siorth, the wefterit 
downs, with the foreits, chafés, and 


mountainous hills in other parts of tite” 


kingdom, thé proportion will be pre.’ 
ferved, with, perhaps, the leatt poflibte 
error that can refilt from tis mode of 
calculation, oF even .data’s affigned.

Explanation of the VIItth Plate of 
Curiofities found in the Ruins of 


Herculaneum, 


"THERE were found in.thefe ruins a 
great variety of paintings all in the 
fame tate, reprefemting winged boys 
or genii differentiy t mmployed, fome in 
bulaefs, fome in ports, fonie- in atti- 
tudes of dancing, fothe in balancing, 
and others in fighting. . Thefe here re- 
prefented appear to be balancing, one 
holding in his hand a:feathered ftick ; 
the other carrying upon his fhoulder a 
Jong pole, and in his hand, a kind. of 
weight, all which were probably uted 
as balarces in their theatrical ex'ubi- 
tions, .Thele paintings are to much in 
the. ftyle of the Vauxhall decorations, 
that we think there cambe no doubt of 
their being. patnted for fome-fuch pur- 
pole. The editors of rhe antiquities of 
Herculaneum do not indeed fuggeit any 
fuch wit, yet it is not ealy to conccive 
what elfe they could be defignad for.

“Memoirs of the Life f M. de Voltaire. 


Memoirs of M. de Voltaire, colleGed 
chiefly from bis own Writings. 
De Voltaire was born in the 
* year 1696. His father, M. 
Arouet, was treafurer of the chamber 
of accounts at Paris. The Fimous 
Mademoilelle L’Enclos, being thewn 
fome bad veifes made by him in his 
childhood, faid they were good fur his 
age, and he was introduccd to her by 
the Abbé de Chateauneuf. This 
Abbé had been her late lover, but 
that celebraied matron had not i:dul- 
ged him with her favours (as has been 
" reported) at the age of 70. The Jeiters 
which bear her pwame are no better 
than printed lies, She exhorted the 
young bard to write verfes, and left 
him a legacy of 2000 francs. Father 
Porée, whofe memory is {till dear to 
him, taught him rhetoric 3 and he had 
. the happiuefs of being inftru&ted by 
more than one Jefuit of a like amiable 
charaéter, during the feven years that he 
paffed at the college of Lewis the Great, 
Some of the beft orft-fiuits of his fpring 
were his verfes called the New-Year's 
Gift to the late Dauphin: they were 
pretented tohis H:ghnels by an officer of 
the Invalids, who received a gratuicy 
of twerity louis. The author was then 
fearce fifteen. In 1713 the Marq. de 
Chateauneuf, ambdffador ar the Hague, 
brother to the Abbé, carried M, de 
Voltaire thither with him as his page. 
There our author fell defperately in 
love with the youngeft daughter of 
Madame du Noyer, and fourid means 
to fee her in {pte of her mother. The 
ambaflador, fearing that this lady might 
offer an affront to the page, which 
would reflect on his mafter, ordered 
‘him to keep within, or depart imme- 
diately. In defpair he wrote to his 
miftrefs to vifit-him difguif.d in men’s 
cloaths, ‘This interview was difcover- 
ed, and M. de Voltzire fell a viétim 
to it. Obliged to leave the Hague, he 
arrived at Paris on Eafter-Eve, with an 
hart overwhelmed with grief. 

M. de Chateauneuf had fent a bitter 
Jetter to his father, in which he in- 
formed him of the complaints of 
Madame du Noyer.- His father, en- 
raged, procured.a lettre de cachet.to 


confine him, after difinheriting him ; <! 


but his friends appeafed him.. 
Ini714, M. de Voltaire, then ftyledl 
Arouet, comnpofed an ode for the prize 


of the French academy: it was rejett=: 


ed. The year following he wrote a 

fecond, which met with the fame fate. 

Piqued at this difgrace, which deptived 
Gent. Mac, Dec. 1773.

_ wrote down on leaving that

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him of the two things which he moft 
valued, money and fame, he revenged 
himfelf by feveral fatires, of whjch 
that which is-beft known was entitied 
The Slough (Le Bourbhier). ! 

On the death of Lewis XIV. a pam- 
phlet was os in imitation of the 
Fai vu (1 bave feen) of the Abbé 
Regnier, in which the author reviewed 
all that he had feen in his life, This 
piece, like all thofe which have no 
merit but fatire, ig now as much 
negle&ted as it was then coveted. It 
concluded thus, * I've feen thefe evils 
ere my twentieth year.”” 

From different motives, fome in 
order to ruin him, others to hanour 
him, afcribed this performance to M, 
de Voltaire ; and thus he was on all 
fides abufed and applauded for a work 
which he did not write, and had not 
even feen. Being imprifoned near a 
fees in the Baftille, without paper or 

ooks, he there compofed feveral works, 
and retained them by heart: but the 
Henriade was the only one which he 
prifon, 
There were then only fix canios, of 


which the fecond alone, which relates 


the maffacres of St. Bartholomew, now 
remains. “The other five were very 
weak, but the author could never 
make any alteration in the fecond, 
which is ftill perhaps the moft nervous- 
in the whole work. An edition of 
that poem appeared in 1723, under 
the name of The League; and, though 
imperfect and mutilated, fo dear is 
the memory of Henry IV. to the 
French, that it met with great indul- 
gence, and pafied through more than 
one edition. In 1726, being in Eng- 
land, he there met with general pro- 
tection and encouragement, and al} 
eagerly patronized a French work wri- 
ten with freedom, anda poem full of, 
truth-without flattery. The Henriade, 
therefore, firft appeared there under its 
true name, in ten cantos, and from 
the London edition thofe of Amfter- 
dam, the Hague, and Geneva, have 
fince been printed. This generofity of 
the Englith nation retrieved his affairs, 
which were miferably fhattered by bank- 
ruptcies, He was far from being 
treated in the fame manner by his 
countrymen. But Card:nalde Tencin, 
then ambaffador from France at Rome, 
having 4hewn fome parts of that work 
to the Pope, the Pope ordered his 
Nuncio not to countenance the perfe- 
cution which was preparing againit 
the author, This London edition was 

preceded 
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preceded-by: a dedication (in Englith) 
to Queen Caroline, «**the fecond Queen 
of England who had proteéted Henry 
IV.” Her majefty received this dedi- 
cation very gracioufly, and the King 
fent M. de Voltaire sool. fterling; yet 
the author and his work were both 
perfecuted at Paris. A hundred libels 
were publifhed againft him. The 
Henriade,was brought on the Italian 
theatre, and on that of the fair. Not- 
withftanding this, it pafled through 
more than twenty editions, and feveral 
cantos of it were tranflated into 
Italian verfe by the Marquis Maffei, 
M. Ortolani, and M. Menei: the whole 
was tranflated into Englith verie by 
Mr. Lockman ; into German verfe, by 
Madame God{cheit and others; and 
into Low Dutch, by M. Faitema. In 
1736, the Prince Royal (now King) 
of Pruffia, caufed an engraved edition 
of the -Henriade, with vignettes on 
each page, to be undertaken at London, 
and honoured it with a preface of his 
own compofing ; a full indemnification 
for all that the author had to fuffer in 
his own country! But the acceflion of 
that Prince to the throne, and the war 
in which he was engaged, prevented 
the execution of this honourable, but 


expenfive proje&t. During bis thort 
ftay in England, M. de Voltaire learn- 
ed Englith enough to write in that 


Janguage. In fact, his Effay om Epic 
Poetry (of which there have been five 
editions) was printed at London in 
Englith. ‘This being very incorreétly 
tranflated into French by the Abbé de 
Fontaines, the author was obliged to 
give a tranflation of his own, with 
many additions and alterations. 

His Oedipus was written at the age 
of nineteen, before his imprifonment in 
the Baftille. It was aéted in 1718, 
forty-five times fucceffively: Dufréne, 
a celebrated actor, of the fame age 
with the author, played the part of Oe- 
dipus; Mademoileile Defmarets, an ex- 
aellent aétrefs, that of Jocafta, and 
foon after quitted the ftage. ‘That M. 
de Voltaire owed his enlargement to 
this performance, is abfolutely falfe. 
He owed it only to his juftification; 
his calumniator figning a difavowal of 


his calumny with tears in his eyes, in , 


the prefence of two perfons of confe- 
quence, who figned after him. This 
certificate being fhewn to the Duke- 
Regent, he difcovered his innocence, 
and honoured him with his proteétion, 

Mariamne was. firft a&ted in 1724, 
Baron, who was ftyled the Asfopus of 


Memoirs of the Life of Mi. de Voltaire. 


France, performed the part of Herod. 

but he was too old to fupport that im- 

petuous charaéter;  Adivana ke €on- 

vreur, the beft comie a€trels: ever 

known, acted Mariamne. That Prin- 

cefé was made to die of ‘poifon, which 

was given her on the ftage. The play 

was aéted about Twelfth tide: a cox- 

comb in the pit, feeing the poitoned 
cup given to Mariamne, thought pro- 

per to cry out, The Queen drinks ! The 
whole andience. buri.into laughter, , 
and the play was not aéted through. It 
was revived the year following: Ma- 
riamne was made to die in a different 
manner, and the piece was. performed 
forty times. The Sieur Roufleau, who 
began to be a little jealous of our 
author, then wrote a Mariamne, after 
an old piece of Triftan ; he fent it to 
the piayers, who could never aét it, and 
to Didot the bookfeller, who could 
never fell it, This was the origin of 
the long quarrel between him and M. 
de Voltaire. Till then M. Rouffeau ap- 
plauded him! but then he changed his 
tone. 

To return to England.—M. de Vol- 
taire pafled two years there in a con- 
ftant ftudy of the language and of the 
beft Englith writers. Whilein his retire- 
ment.at Wand{worth, at his friend Mr. 
Falkner’s (the late Sir Everard), he 
employed himfclf in writing in Eng- 
lith profe the firt a& of his Brutus, 
much the fame as it now appears in 
French verfe. ‘* He was furprized (he 
fays) that no Englifhman had ever 
treated that fubjeét,”’ not knowing that 
it had been executed by Nat. Lee. At 
his return to France, having been ac- 
cuftomed tothink in Englith, he found 
it difficult to write in French. ** His 
imagination (he fays) feemed like a 
ftream whofe fource had been turned.” 
At length, however, he finifhed Brutus. 
It was firft a&ted in 1730, but of all his 

ieces this fucceeded the leaft in 

rance, being performed only fixteen 
times, though it has been tranflated 
into moft languages, and is moft admir- 
ed by foreign nations. 

The Philofopbical Letters were written 
while he was in England, in 1727. 
They remained Jong in manufcript. 
Mr. Lockman tranflated them into 
Englith, and they were fir publifhed 
in that language. This verfion was 
tranflated into French ; fo by tranfla- 
tion from tranflation the work was 
prodigioufly altered, and many addi- 
tions, not his own, were made. At 


.dength, he publithed an edition for the 


Sieur

Sieur Jore, bookfeller at Rouen, in 


3730. One of the molt refpe&able 
- men in the’ kingdom had. told. M. de 
Voltaire, in the prefence of ten perfons, 


that, changing only twenty lines of the. 


work, he would figa his approbation 
at the bottom. On this confidence the 
edition was publithed; fix months after, 
it appeared that this perfon was forming 
a party to ruin the author, and alfo 
that the keeper of the feals would not 
fuffer the work to appear : the edition, 
therefore, was fupprefled. But the un- 
fortunate book, notwithfanding this, 
came to light ;' Jore had given the au- 
thor two copies, one of which was lent 
to Madam de ***, and the other, in 
fheets, was given to F***, a book- 
feller, who was ordered to ftitch it for 
M. ****, to whom it was lent for fome 
days, F*##*, by the meaneft treachery, 
tran{cribed the book all night, together 
with R**, a petty bookfeller of Paris, 
and thefe two had it printed privately *. 
- They waited till M. de Voltaire was in 
the country fixty leagues from Paris, 
before they publifhed their larceny. 
Their firft edition was almott fold be- 
fore he knew of the publication. At 
length he heard of it, to his coft, and 
was again expoled to the refentment of 
the government. ‘This unfortunate 
edition was alfo the fource of a quarrel 
between him and the printer. An aéti- 
on was brought againft M. de Voltaire, 
and an odious faéum was drawn up 
in the printer’s name, which was judi- 
cially’ condemned and fuppreffed. Jore 
owned and’ repaired his fault, by 
writing the author a letter expreffing 
his concern for the .mifchief which o- 
thers, had done by making ule of his 
name. 
Zara was acted Aug. 13, 1732. 
Several’ ladies had reproached our 
poet for having no love in his tragedies. 
He replied, that ‘he did not think it 
a proper place for love ; but, as it was 
abfolutely neceffary for heroes to be in 
love, he would do like others.”” * This 
piece was finifhed in 18 days. It met 


with great fuccefs, and was called at. 


’ Paris The Chriftian Tragedy. 

Zara was the firft play in which M, 
de Voltaire ventured.to indulge all the 
fenfibility of his heart ; and of all his 
tragedies this is the moft pathetic.

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ment of about a fortnight, in which 
time his ideas, fucceflively changing, 
produced about feven or eigat Temples 
of Tatte, totally different from each ° 
other. One of the worft copies of one” 
of the moft negleéted foul drafts‘ of 
this trifle, having got abroad; was: 
printed without the author's confent, 
and much againft his will. 

The Epiftle on Calumny is of the year 
1734. It was addreffed to the Marchio-: 
nets. de’ Chatelet, to whom he had’ 
dedicated two yeats before the Ode on 
Fanaticifm. About the fame time was 
publifhed his Portrait, which has fince’ 


“appeared atche end of theOratte of New 


Philofophers, It is pot like-; in par- 
ticular, certain it ts, that-M. de Vol- 
taire does not deferve the reproaches of 
infenfibility and avarice with which he 
is there loaded. ‘ 

Alzira was compofed with ‘great 
care., The contrat betwetn the Eu- 
ropean and Amierican cuftéms prevails 
throughout the piece. It was aéted 
and applauded. In the fame year 
(1736) our author received an extraor- 
dinary letter from the Prince Royal of : 
Pruflia, inviting him to Berlin. The 
Prodigal Son, which was compofed in 
a fortnight, was aéted Og. 10, 1796; 
and had about thirty reprefentations. 
The Worldling was written in the fame 
year, immediately after the fuccefs of 
Alzira. This fuccefs fo provoked M_ 
de Voltaire’s literary enemies, that the 


. Abbé des Fontaines interpolated the 


work, and inferted fome verfes of his 
own, as he had donein the Henriade. It 


“ was treated therefore as a libel, and 


the author of the Henriade, of Merope, 
of Zara, was obliged to fly his country, 
The K. of Pruifia then offcred’him the 


fame afylum which ‘he has fince given 


‘him; but he rather chofe to repair to his 
friends inythe counuy, after making 
fome {tay in Holland: 

* The Elements of- the Newtonian 
Philefophy were publithed, by the 
Dutch bookfellers, in 1738, font 
than the author intended, and of courfe 
with many, faults.  Fanatici{m: was 
written in 1736, and immediately fent 
by M: de Voltaire to the Prince- Royal 
of Pruffia. Paffing fome days at 
Lifle, in 1741, where was then the beft 
company of comedians that had ever 
been knowa in the country, he brought 
it on the ftage, and faw it di ates in 
the moft fatisfagtory manner to crouded 


audiences. But fome ill defigning per-. 


fons having reprefented it as impious 
and fcandalous, the minifter adviled 
? hina 
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him to withdraw it, after its firft re- 
prefentation at Paris, in Aug. 3742. 
It was revived, howeyer, with great 
fuccels in 1751, all cabals and perfe- 
cutions giving way to the public voice. 

The opera of Samfon was compofed 
in 1732, and fet to mufic by M, de 
Rameau, the greateft mufician in 
France: but when it was juft ready 
for the ftege, the fame cabal which 
afterwards {ufpended the reprefenta- 
tions of Mahomet, and of Fanaticifm, 
prevenred the opera from being aéted ; 
and while Samfon was permitted to 
work miracles at the Izalian theatre, in 
conjunction with Harlequin, the f:me 
fubjcét was not fuffered to be ennobled 
at the iheatre of the mufic - academy. 
This mufician has fince inferted almoft 
all the airs of Samfon in other Lyric 
compofitions, which envy could not 
fupprefs. 5 

Merope was finithed in the beginning 
of the year 1736. ‘Thehint was taken 
from the Merope of the Marq. Maffei, 
with whom the author was acquainted 
at Paris in 1733, but it was executed 
very differently, and met with equal 
fuccefs. In May, 1739, M. de Voltaire 
accompanied the Marchionefs de Cha- 
telet to Bruffels, where the went to 
attend a law fuit, and refided there 
fometime. He was there alfo in 4742. 
Among the feveral {craps which “he 
tranflated from the Englith poets, was 
the fcene between Anthony and the 
Roman people in Shakefpear’s Julius 
elar. Bemg requefted to give the 
whole, ‘ inftead of tranflating (he 
fays) that monftrous piece, he com- 
pofed, in the Englith tafte, The death 
of Cafar,” which was firft aéted Aug. 
29, 1743- . 

Mahomet was a&ted in 3753. The 
Jetter with which M. de Voltaire was 
honoured on that occafion by Pope 
‘Benedi& XIV. is well known +. Such 
a teftimony from fych a pontiff, fuch a 
prince, fycha fcholar, is invaluable. —

FIAVING obferved, that almoft all 

our French, who have left the 
darknefs ef Popery for the true faith, 
have yet made no alteration in their 
confeffions, and thereby continue to 
poiluie theméelves with the facrilegious 
idolatries of Popery, as if they never 
had any tafte or knowledge of the true 
doétiine ; I could not refrain from 
blaming foch loth and negligence, in 
he tharp manner which I thought it fo 
jufily deferved; for what -can I at- 
tribute to that faith, which, lying bu- 
ried in the mind, produces no confefhi- 
on? or to that religion, which lies 
buried under the appearance of idola- 
try? But I do not propofe to difculs 


this point now, having already treated . 


that matter at large in ‘two book 
whére you will more clearly fee my 
opinion, if the reading of thofe books 
would not give you too much trouble. 
The reading of them has already had 
a good effeé&t upon fome here, who 
before were entirely regardiefs of this 
matter, and fet them upon confidering 
what was tobe done. But becaule it 
js-a matter of great difficulty, regard- 
lefs of our own intereft,” to. expofe our 
lives to danger, or to bear the impwia- 
tion of having given offence to our

doubts, they with o have your opinion 
upon this point ; and, as they deferved= 
ly entertain the greateft reverence for 
you, your opinion will have very great 
weight with them. ‘They have, there- 
fore, entreated the favour of me to 
fend a particular meflenger to. you, 
who may bring back to us your aniwer 
to thig point: and I knowing how 
highly it concerns them to be affifted 
by your opinion, in’ order to remove 
thofe doubts ander which they at pre- 
fent Jabour, and becaufe | fhould have 
done this upon my own particular ace 
count, had they not defired it, I could 
by no means sefule to comply with 
their requeft. 

Now, therefore, my moft honoured 
father, I befeech you, by Jefus Chrift, 
that you will not refufe to take:this 
trouble upon you, as well for theirs ag 
my fake; and, firit, that you read over 
the letter which goes to you in their 
name, and then that you will cither 
read over my books, or, if that will 
take yp too much time, that you wild. 
eroploy fome other perion'to read them, 
who may lay ‘the fubftance of them 
before you, and, when that is done, 
that you will be fo good as to fend us 
your opinion by the bearer. I own, 
that it grieves me, in the many and 
great affairs in which I’know you are 
engaged, to give you this trouble; 
but, from your acknowledged -good- 
nefs and humanity, when you confider 
the neceffity I am under, J flatter my- 
felf with the hopes of your pardon. I

that in our epitome we have but 
flightly touched on what is faid of the 
more known parts of the world; yet, 
in juftice to the voyagers, we muft add, 
that their obfervations and defcriptions 


throughout are equally ‘new and-cu- - 


rious, and that there is not, in any lan- 
guage, a voyage fo full of variety, and 
fo elegantly written. 

On the 26th of Auguft, his Ma- 
jefty’s thip the Endeavour, of which 
Lieutenant Cook had the command, 
fet fail from Plymouth. The chief 
object of her voyage was to obferve 
the tranfit of Venus, in the South- 
Seas ; and then to proceed on difcovery. 

On the 3rft, they faw birds, called 
by the failors Mother Carey's Chicks, 
which are faid to prefage a ftorm, and 
next day the ftorm arofe, in which; 
however, they fu.fered no confiderablé 
damage, 

They purfued the track of former 
navigators, without any material inci- 
dent intervening, till the r2th of No- 
vember, when they arrived at Rio de 
Janeiro, a Portuguefe fcttlement on 
the coalt of Brazil, Here fome fharp 
altereations paffed between the Gover- 
nor of the town and the Commander 
of his Majefty’s thip, which ended, 
however, not much to the credit of the 
Governor. Having watered, and 
taken in freth provifions, on the sth 


of December they were preparing to | 


depart, ‘when, to their great aftonifh- 
ment, as they’ paffed Santa Cruz, they 
were accofted from the fort by two 
cannoi-fhot, loaded with ball. A 
frivolous excufe'was afterwards made 
for this infult, with which Lieut. 
Cook was forced to put up. Indeed, 
the whole tenor of the Governor's 
behaviour was one coutinued infult 
from firft to laft, none of the gentle- 
men on board being fuffered to enter 
the town, though belonging to a ftate 
with which we are imamity. 

From this place, Lieutenant Cook 
thoucht proper to purfue a new courfe, 
at leaft one different from that of the 
commander who had Jately traverfed 
the South Seas; for, inftead of pafling 
the Strait of Magellan, he doubled 
the fouthern continent of America 
by the Strait of Le Maire; a paffage 


‘femetimes favourable, but often boi- 


fterous. In this paffage the Endeavour 


wmet a tide that drove her back with 


violence, and raifed a fea about her 
that had nearly fwallowed her up. She 
took fhelter in a cove, till the fine of 
the torrent was abated, and then én- 
seved the trait with a milder fea, 


On the rsth of January, they an- 
chored in the ftrait, and were vitited 
by fome of the natives, who came 
down to the water-fide, and beckoned 
them to fhore, [n the afternoon, the 
Captain, Mr. Banks, and Dr. Solan-' 
der, with proper attendants, landed, 
and were received by the favages with 
marks of undiffembled. friendthip ; 
they appeared to be a harmlefs kind 
of people, very fimple, and not at all 
in fize above the common ftandard. 
They came on board, eat beef and 
bread, but with no extraordinary re- 
lith. One who feemed to be a prieft, 
appeared more: than ordinarily affected 
by -every thing he faw, and with a 
fteady countenance began fome incan- 
tations; but all the reft beheld things 
with indiffererice: Wine and fpirits 
were offered them, but, after putting 
them to their lips, they returned them 
with apparent diflike. “4 

Early in the morning of the 26th, 
Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, with 
other gentlemen, and their fervants, 
in all 12 in number, went on fhore in 
fearch of plants. They were in hopes 
of penetrating into the plains between 
the hills, at fome diftance from the 
fea, and there Juxurioufly to- fea 
their eyes with rarities which no bota- 
nifts had ever feen before. But of 
what they had entertained fo high an 
idea, they were in part difappotnted in 
the purfuit. The plain they had labour- 
ed hard through woods and thickets to 
attain, proved only a fwamp, and the 
weather, which in the morning was 
‘clear and fine, in the afternoon became 
gloomy and cold. The fatigue they 
underwent in pafling the fwamp, ren- 
dered their return to the thip the 
fame day abfolutely impoffible; and, 
what added to their diftrefs, Mr, 
‘Buchan, one of Mr. Banks’s draught{- 
men, in pafling the fwamp, was feized 
with a fit. As he could not imme- 
diately proceed, it was neceffary to 
make a fire; and fome of the fervants 
‘were left with Mr. Buchan, while the 
gentlemen purfued their way to the 
oppofite hill, Here they found plants 
in abundance, and fome that very 
much refembled the alpine plants of 
Europe ; but, night approaching, there 
remained but a fhort {pace of time to 
colle&t them. The hill was an impro- 
per place on which to fleep, and to 


weach the wood they muft again crofs 


the fwamp, which, though it did not 
appear to be more than half a mile 
over, was, notwithftanding, fo befet with 

bufhes, 
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bufhes, that it was with the utmoft 
difficulty they ‘paffed it. Dr. Solan- 
der, who had croffed’ the: mountains 
that divide Norway from Sweden, was 
fenfible of the danger of faltering “by 
the way, and apprized his compantons 
to keep on without fitting down to reft ; 
‘for whoever, faid He, tits down will 
rife no more. Extreme cold, added to 
fatigue, irrefiftibly produces fleep, and 
fleep in fuch a fituation is the forerun- 
nec of death. He was himfelf, how- 
ever, the firft who felt the force of his 
own precaution, and, though he had 
forewarned others, could not be pre- 
vented from fitting down himfelf. 
Sleep overtook him, and ‘it was with 


the utmoft exertion of all the powers — 


of his companions, that he was carried 
to a fire kindled in the wood, in a hut 
haftily put together for their common re- 
pofe. Tho’ ie had not flept five minutes, 
yet his mufcles were fo fhrunk, that 
his fhoes fell from his feet.’ He was, 
however, foon brought to himfelf, 
when properly chaffed and theltered 
from the cold. But in this excurfion, 
two of Mr. Banks's black fervants 
were unfortunate examples of the 
juftice of Dr. Solander’s obfervation. 
They both fat down to reft in-crofling 
the fwamp, both fell afleep, and both 
flept their laft. Every means was ufed 
to awaken and recover them, but in 
vain, It was thought they had drank 
rum, and that rum had ftrepgthened 
their inclination to flumber; but, be- 
fore rum had been tafted, one of them 
‘was told, that, if he did not proceed, 
he would be frozen to death; his 
anfwer was, ‘* that he defived no other 
but to lie down and die.” 

Next day the remaining party, at 
the utmoft peril of their lives, recovered 
the thip. The weather grew intenfely 
cold in the night, the fhow fell in 
aftonifhing quantities, and fhut up 
every avenue from the wood ; they had 
no provifions but a vulture that was 
Mot the day before; a thick fog dar- 
kened the air, and not a foul had the 
leaft notion how to dire& his courfe 
to the place from whence they firft fet 
out. In this dilemma they remained, 
without the leaft hope of deliverance, 
till near noon on the r7th, when the 
{now began to ceafe, the fog to dif: 
perfe, and they could juft fee the place 


of the fun through the: clouds that’ 


were now diffolving, Their hopes of 
deliverance increafed in. proportion as 
appeat@ces were in their favour. The 
flakes @£ {now fell from the trees, 2 


59% 
certain fign of a fudden thaw; they 
eat their vulture; and after three 
hours walk got fafe on board the thip. 
A fad {pecimen this of the feverity of 
a climate, which is little farther South 
than the Jatitude of Scotland is in the 
northern hemifphere. 

Next day, while the thip’s crew were 
bufy in taking in wood and’ water, 
the botanifts employed ‘themfelves in 
colle&ting plants, and in vifiting an 
Indian town, at about two miles difs 
tance; they found men, women, and 
children, in huts built of branches of 
trees, the only furniture of which was 
a little grafs, a hand bafket, a fatchel 
to carry on their back, and a bladdet 
to hold water.’ They had, befides, 
bows and arrows finely polifhed, fome 
pieces of glafs and flint, a few beads, 
butt ns,cloth,and other European come 
modities,which they could only have re- 
ceived from the hips that lately paffed 
through the Strait of Magellan; a 
proof of the erratic life of thofe poor 
vagabonds, who no doubt wander from 
coaft to coaft,'as the feafons may ferve 
to afford them provifions. Thcir ap- 
parel feemed but ill fuited to the cli: 
mate, being only the fkin of fome 
beait'thrown artlefily over their fhoul- 
ders, and pieces of the fame fitted to 
their feet by leathern thongs. They 
were vainted in feveral paris of the 
body and their faces, in particular, 
were ftreaked with various colours, ag 
fancy, orrather perhaps fafhion, feemed 
to dire&t. They did not appear over 
defirous of any thing they faw but 
beads; and the moft yaluable ar. 
ticle they poffeffed were their arrows. 
As a farther proof that they muft have 
had fome communication with Eura- 
peans, the writer of the voyage takes 
notice that they had dogs that barked, 
and adds, that American dogs do not 
bark, 

On the 22d. of January they weigh- 
ed anchor, and continued their courfé 
through the ftrait. Many birds ho- 
vered about the thip, and Mr. Banks 
killed more than’ 60 in one day. He 
alfo caught two foreft flies, different 
from any ever feen in Europe. On 
this coaft the variation of the compa(s 
was from 23° to 25% E. which we 
mention, as, in the late voyage of Capt. 
Phipps to the North, the variation was 
from 24° to 25° to the Weft.. The 
declination of the dipping needle, 68° 
15’ below the horizon. 

On the 26th of January they took 
their departure. from Cape Horn, 
which

which Capt. Cook, by accurate obfer- 

vation, places in lat. 55° 53' S. and 

long. 6g 13/ W. The farthett fouthern 

latitude he made, was 60° 10’, and the 

* Jongitude was then 74% 30’ W. the 
Variation 27° 9’ E. 

In the run trom Cape Horn, to the 
pew-diicovered iflands in the S. S. no- 
thing very material happened, except 
the lofs of a young marine, who, hav- 
ing taken a teal-dkin tobacco-pouch in 
jet, was accufed by his comrades of 

“ftealing it in earneit, and was fo much 
affected by the accufation, that he 
threw hiimfclf over-boaid to avoid their 
reproaches ; he was regretted by his 
ofhcer as an ingenuous youth, who, 
knowing himfelf innocent, could not 
furvive the injury done to his go 
name, 

On Tuefday, the 4th of Apuil, they 
difcribed an ifland, which, froma large 
lake in the middle of it, they cailed 
Lagoon ifland. They could not ap- 

roach it, though they faw it was in- 
ahited. The inhabitants were tall, 
and armed with pikes of twice their 
own height. It was covered with trees 
of a beautiful verdure, ‘* and to them, 
«€ who had feen nothing but water and 
** tky for a long time, it appeared like 
© an earthly paradife.” It is firuated 
in 18° 47S. and in long. 139° 28’ W. 

They paffed other iflands, but one 
in particular attracted their notice by its 
fingular appearance. It was in fhape 
like a bow, the arch and cord of which 
were land, and the intermediate fpace 
water, At the points or extremuties 
of the bow were clumps of cocoa- trees, 
which, whether placed there by chance 
or defign, bad a fine effeét, 

They founded within a league: of 
the thore, but no anchorage ; and, the 
breakers forming a natural defence, 
they found it impoffible to land. 

On the zath of April, after paffing 
a variety of little iflands, which he 
feattered like warts between the tropics, 
they arrived at Otaheite, the place of 
their deftination, and were met by the 
Natives with branches of plaintain in 
their hands, in fign of peace, 

On the 13th, Owhaw, the old man 
who was fo friendly to Capt. Wallis, 
came on board, and was known to 
Mr. Gore, and feveral of the people 
who had been in the ifland in the for- 
mer expedition. He was kindly re- 
ceived, and made welcome. (See p.440) 

It was now neceflary that fome ruleg 
fhould be eftablithed, by which trade 


with the natives might be carried on 
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upon a juft and equitable footing. 
Accordingly, a few articles were pithily 
drawn up, serecalels to the {piit of 
the navy, with the penalties annexed 
for the breach of them, by which all 
irregularity was avoided, and provi- 
fions generally procured in plenty. 

On the Captain’s going on fhore 
with the gentlemen who accompanied 
him, they were met by a numerous 
crowd ¢f natives, every one of whom 
carried in his hand the green branch 
of atree, ‘* the fame fymbol of peace 
‘* that is known to have been in ufe 
** among the mighty nations in the 
** northern hemi{pheie.” 

Thefe, as the ftrangers approached, 
appeared ftruck with awe ; but it was 
obferved, that none of the people of 
condition were among them, The 
gentlemen, however, thewed them great 
civility, gave them beads and other 
trifles, and took a range about the 
country with them, in which thofe 
who had been there before could not 
help obferving the alteyations ; of the 
Queen’s houfe, in particular, there did 
not remain the lealt trace. 

On the 14th, the Captain was vifited 
very early by two perions, who by 
their drefs and manner appeared to 
be’ of fuperior rank. They were re- 
ceived and treated with the utmoit ref- 
pe&, had prefints made them, and in 
return they invited the gentlemen 
on fhore, who readily accompanied 
them. On their landing, they were 
carried to the pavilion of the prince 
regent, whofe name they afterwards 
Jearnt to be Tootabah, and there. pre- 
fented with fome poultry, fome cloth 
highly perfumed, and fome. bread- 
fruit ; in return for which Mr. Banks 
g2ve Tootahah a laced neckcloth, and 
a linnen handkerchief, with which he 
feemed highly gratified. Other pre- 
fents were made to his officers, to 
whom they were n@ lefs acceptable. 
On this occafion the ladies were not 
forgotten, who, to thew their fenfe of 
the obligation, offered favours which 
modefty forbad* them at: that time to 
accept. 

In returning to their fhip, they were 
met by another chief, whofe name was 
Tubsurai Tamaide, who politely in- 
vited them to dine with him, which 
they accepted, He gave them fith, 
bread-fruit, cocoa- nuts, and plantains 
drefled after their manner; of which 


_they.cat.heartily. Raw fith was offer- 


ed them, but that part of the banquet 
was refuled, The good-humour, how- 
ever, 
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ever, that -fucceeded this friendly en 
tertainment, was, in the very height af 
€njoyment, interrupted by Dr. Solan. 
der’s haying miffed bis opera-glafs, and 
Mr. Monkhoufe’s his fnuff-box. Mr. 
Banks, on their complaint, tuddenly 
ftaited up, and, fixiking the-but of his 
gun againft the ground with a deter- 
mined firmnefs, gave the chief to un- 
de:ftand what bad happened, and that 
he expected inftant reftitution, The 
whole company was fruck with con- 
fufion, and the natives fled with the 
utmoft precipitation, the chief, three 
women, aud two or thiee attendants 
excepted. The chief took Mr. Banks 
by- the hand, and led him to a large 
quantity of cloth, intimating that all 
of it was at his fervice to recompence 
the lofs : but that was refufled, and the 
identical things ftolen infiftcd upon. 
‘The chief upon that went out, and ia 
a fhort time returned with joy in hi 
countenance, having recovered the fete, 
hox, and, as he thought, the opexa- 
gilafs ; but, upon op: njng the cafe, the 
giafs was wanting. This created a 
new enguiry ; but was afterwards re- 
covered, and returned with much fa- 
tirfsgtion an the part of the chief. It 
fhould feem, by the manner in which 
this ftory is told, that the gentlemen 
had been fporting with the ladizs, and 
that there are nimble- tingered ladies ip 
all parts of the world. © : 
This affair ended, another of a moxe 
ferious nature difconcerted their pro- 
ceedings the next day. It being ne- 
cefary to prepare for making the ob- 
feryation, which, as has been oblerved, 
was the chief objeét of the voyage, the 
gentlemen landed in order to ry up- 
on a conyenievt {pot to build a fort, 
or obfeiyatory, for that purpofe; and, 
having made’ choice of the ground un- 
der cover of the guns from the fhip, 
the lines were-traced out, and the na- 
fives were given to underftand, that 
within thee lines the gentlemen in- 
tended to ere& a building wherein to 
Acep for a certain number of night, 
after which they fhontd take their Ieaye 
and depart; but that, in the mean time, 
the chiefs only of the ifland would be 
permitted to enter, At firft, the na- 
tives feemed to acquiefce, and fat down 
peaceably at'a diftance to look at the 
workmen. Mr, Banks, accompanied 
by Owhaw and fome other gentlemen, 
went out a fhgoting, and, haying met 
with fome ducks, Bid the fame fuccels 


as the furgeon in the former voyage 
(fee p. 537) 5 but, as they were pur- 
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fuing their fport, they were a 
alarmed by the. firing of mufkeis att 
intended fost. The other gentlemen 
who were on hore, bad firyyeled every 
one as his fancy led him; but, on this - 
alarm, Owhaw made figns fer them to 
affembJe together, and, diimiffiig all 
the inhabitants who were attending the 
fhooters, he advifed the renewal of the 
peace by cutting and carrying freth 
boughs. On returning to the lines, it 
was found, that one of the fpetators 
had affausted the ceniinel on guard, 
and had fuddenly {natched away his 
mufket ; and that the 1a young man 
who commanded the party, had cr- 
deed the guard to fire among the 
crowd, and that not intimidating the 
thief, he had caufed bim to be purfued 
and thot dead upon the foot. 

They now found themtelves defected 
by every native, except Owhaw, who- 
after fome time ‘rallied a few ftragglers, 
and brought them to the lines, when 
they were given to underftand, that the 
thief.had been the aggreflor, and tht, 
if they offered no wrong to the fran- 
gers, the frangers woyld do no wrong 
to them. : 

Next day, however, few of the na- 
tives were to be feen, and not one came 
off to the thip. Owhaw, who had pee 


ver till now left them, abfconded ; and 


appearances, fiom this act of indifcre- 
ticn; were very gloomy. Capt. Cook 
ordered the thip to bg watped and . 
moored fo as to command the bay, 
and particularly the lines of the in- - 
ter.ded fort. 

On the 17th, Mr. Buchan, Mr. 
Banks’s landfkip- painiet, died. He had 
always been fubjc& to fits, and, trom 
the time he was feized on the mountains 
of Terra del Fuego, had languifhed 
with a bilious complaint, which at lait 
put an end to his life. He was very 
much lamented, and his lofs to Mr. 
Banks was irreparable, 

In the afternoon of this day Tuboy- 
rai Tamaide and Teotahah made their 
appearance, with tokens of amity s 
they broyght each fome bread fruit, 
and a hog ready deeffed ; piefents the 
more acceptable,as freth provifions were 
as yet but fcantily brought to market. 

On the 18th ali hands were employed 
in eceling the foit, and jhe natives, 
inftead of oppofing, affited in furnith- 
ing wood. On she return of the chiefs 
from the fhips the evoning before, a 
perfeét reconciliation {remed to ,take 
place, and, as the fort was er ling, 
provihons were brgught down io {uch 

plenty, 
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plenty, that a great deal was carried 
back unfold, 
On the rgth, Mr. Banks ordered a 
' tent to be ereéted within the lines, and 
Tubourai Famaide and his women 
paid bim a vifit on taking poffeffion. 
hey were.fo pleafed with what they 
faw, that they expreffed their defire of 
becoming his neighbours ; and foon 
eaufed a fabric to be ereéted, in the 
-bofom of an adjoining wood, not un- 
like'that of Oberea, Capt. Wallis’s 
princefs (fee p. 539). To this pavilion 
he conduéted Mr. Banks, and cloathed 
him in the richeft apparel the country 
could afford; and, having ga pug 
his friendthip by every mark of civi- 
lity and kindnefs, he came and dined 
4n his tent, and flept upon his bed. 
His wife Tomio, who, however, was 
neither young nor handfome, gave him 
evident tokens of affection, which Mr. 
Banks either did not, or would not, 
underftand. 

Mr. Monkhoufe, the furgeon, in his 
evening walks, difcovered the body of 
the mai who was fhot near the lines, 
mounted upon a bier under a fhed, 
‘with fome warlike inftruments p'aced 
near him, which he attempted to ap- 
proach, but was prevented by the in- 
tolerable ftench of the corpfe. They 
afterwards difcovered that this was the 
“way of depofiting their dead ; and, on 

further examination, found that palm- 
nuts, bread- fruit, and other provifions, 
were hung about the fepulchre, pro- 
‘bably by way of refrefhment for the 
‘foul in the new world into which it 
was fuppofed to be gone to refide; a 
proof this,.that they entertain notions 
of a future ftate, and not more grofs 
than burying money with the body to 
pay Peter for opening Heaven's gate. 

While they continued afhore, the only 
annoyance they met with was from the 
flies; they {warmed fo much, that,when 

* Mr. Parkinfon, Mr. Banks's natural- 
hiftory painter, was at work, they not 
only covered his fubjeét, but eat the 
colour off the paper. as faft as he laid 
it on. : 

One occurrence furprized them much, 
which is now no longer a myftery : 
among other European inftruiments 
brought them to repair, was a French 
axe; upon diligent enquiry they dif- 
covered, that, after the departure of 
the Dolphin, another fhip had touched 
upon their coaft, which Capt. Cock, 
from the defcription, took to be a Spa- 
niard, but is now known to be the 
Boudeule, Capt. Bougainville, 

Oa'the 24th, Mr, Banks and Dr, 
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Solander traverfed the country for nid 
ny miles, and in their walk had occa- 
fion to crofs a moft beautiful river 200 
yards wide, on the banks of which were 
the habitations of a happy people, who 
every-where expreffed content by the 
chearfulnefs of their looks. Amon, 

thofe who treated the frangers hofpi- 
tably was a man of uncommon ape 
pearance: his fkin was of a dead white, 
his hair and eye-brows were as white 
as his fkin, and he feemed to be very 
fhoit fighted. He afked the ftrangers 
to eat, and they accepted the invitation. 

In the evening Tubourai Tamaide 
and his women were ready to receive 
them, and wept for joy at their fafe 
return. To one of thefe women Dr, 
Solander lent his knife, who, perhaps, 
taking a faney to it, negleéed to re- 
turn it. Next morning Mr. Banks’s 
knife was miffing, and, fu'pedting his 
friend Tubourai Tamatde, he charged 
him with the theft, who fteadily de- 
nied that he knew any-thing of it. 
Mr. Banks, ina determined tone, gave 
him to underftand, that whoever had 
it fhould be made to return it. Frighted 
at his manner of addrefs, one of the 
natives brought three knives tied up in 
a rag, one of which was that of Dr. 
Solander, and a table-knife belongin, 
to Captain Cook, and the third a Fife 
that had no owner, and was probably 
a former prefent to one of the women, 
The chief took thefe knives, delivered 
the two to the proper owners, and went 
affiduoufly to rummage the tent for 
that faid to'be loft by Mr. Banks. Af- 
ter fome time, one of Mr. Banks’s fer- 
vants, underftanding what he was a- 
bont, immediately fetched his mafter’s 
knife, which he had put by the day 
before, and who till then knew nothing 
of its being, miffed. -Tubourai Ta- 
maide battily took the knife out of his 
hands, flew to Mr. Banks, and, with 
a countenance ftrongly expreflive of 
pleafure and refentment, prefented him 
the knife. Mr. Banks, foon under- 
ftanding in what manner it was reco- 
vered, thought fit to foften his tone, 
gave the favage fome good words, whofe 
refentment prefently fubfided, and a 
perfeé& reconciliation enfued. 

On the 26th fix fwivel guns were 
mounted on the fort, to the great ter- 
ror of the inhabitants ;° and Owhaw 
prefaged, that in four days ‘more they 
would fire great guns. 

On the 27th, Tubourai Tamaide and 
his women dined at the fort; and in 
the evening, foon after their return 

; home, 
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home, he came haftily back, and,taking 
Mr. Banks by the arm, with looks of 
eager impatience, led him to a place 
where was the fhip’s butcher, whom in 
a violent rage he accufed of having 
threatened to cut his wife’s throat with 
a reaping-hook., The fellow, it feems, 
had feen a ftone hatchet at Tubourai 
Tamaide’s, which he thought a curio- 
fity, and offered the lady a nail by way 
of purchafe-money, which the refuling, 
he threw down the nail, and took up 
the hatchet, and threatened to, cut the 
Jady’s throat, if the made any refif- 
tance. To prove the charge, the hatchet 
and the nail were produced, and the 
reap-hook the fellow had fill in his 
hand. Some punifhment it was necef- 
fary to infli& ; and the Captain, that 
it might be exemplary, touk occafion 
when the chiefs were on board to have 
it put in execution, The fellow was 
accordingly tripped to the waift, and 
tied to the fhrouds, which the Indians 
‘beheld with filent admiration ;~ but, 
when they faw the firft froke given, 
they interpofed with great agitation, 
intreating the remiffion of any farther 
punifhment : -but that not availing, 
they burft into tears, and turned their 
eyes from an obje& which they could 
not behold without commiferation. 

On the 28th, the report of the fort 
being compleated’ having alarmed .the 
country, the natives far and near came 
flocking to gratify their curiofity. A- 
mong the reft came Oberea, the cele- 
brated queen in Captain Wallis’s me- 
moirs. This lady was inftantly known 
to Mr. Moilineux, mafter of the Dol- 
phin in the former voyage, who pointed 
her out to Mr. Banks as of the’ firft 
ditingtion. As her perfon has already 
been defcribed (p. 549), the repetition 
were needlefs. Mr. Banks received her 
fuitable to her {uppofed rank, invited 
heron board, and attended her in perfon, 
Among the prefents thatwere offered her, 
the gave the preference to a child's doll 
(there was a time when pantines were 
the tafte of ‘he beau monde in England). 
With this the paraded afhore, and with 
this fhe provoked the jealouly of ‘Too- 
tahab,who feemed very much difpleafed 
at the atiention paid to the lady, am 
made it eafy to be underftood that he 
was of a rank above her. Nothing 
would do but he muft have a doll, and 
a doll more gayly dreffed than the la- 
dy’s was given. him, with which he 
feemed very much pleated. 

On the 29th Mr. Banks went to pay 
the lady a morning vifit, and found 
her afleep under the awning of her ca- 


noe, in the arms of a handfome young 
fellow about five-and-twenty. Mc. 
Banks retreated with fome confufion, 
but was foon given to underftand, that 
fuch amours gave no fcandal there, and 
that the made no fecret of taking Oba- 
dee to fleep with her, when the wanted 
other company in the night. She rofe, 


‘however, in, hafte, and expreffed . her 


regard to Mr. Banks, by cloathing him 
with the richeft cloth of the country, 
and accompanying him to the tents. 
In the evening of the fame day, Mr. 
Banks paid a vifit to his friend Tubou- 
rai Tamaide, and, to his furprize,found- 
the whole family in dears ; and, not 
being able to leaen the caufe, his ftay 
was but fhort. 
' Many fufpictons arofe on his return ; 
it was recollected that Owhaw had 
foretold that great guas wauld be fired 
on the fourth, aud that this was the 
evening of the thirdiday. Appear- 
ances were weighed, and, as conjec- 
tures are often remote from the truth, 
an infurregtion was fufpe&ted as the 
foundation of the prophecy. Things 
were, therefore, put in a proper pofture 
of defence, the guard was doubied at 
the fort, and the garvifon. ordered to 
fleep upon their arms, But all ap- 
pearing quiet, and the natives repairing 
as ufual to the tents ian the morning, 
Mr. Banks, as foon as it was light, 
was met by Tomio, one of Tubourai 
‘Tamaide’s women, with a woeful coun= 
tenance, who, as fooh as fhe faw_him, 
gave him to underftand that her lord 
was at the point of death. Mr. Banks 
haftened to his relief, and, having en- 
quired the caufe of his illnefs, was told 
that he was poifoned by fome of the 
ftiangers, who had giver him an herb 
to eat that had thrown him into the 
greateft agony, and it was feared he 
had not another hour to live. They 
produced fome of the poifon, which 
happened to be aittie ftring of tobacco, 
of which he had chewed a part and 
fwallowed the fpittle. Mr. Banks, 
being now matter of the difeafe, was 
at no lofs to prefcribe a remedy ; and, 
advifing him to drink plentifully of 
the milk of the cocoa nur, in a few 
hours his ficknefs forfook him, and an 
immoderate appetite fucceeded in its 
ftead. He came and dined at the tehts, 
and, in proportion as he had fafted, he 
eat voracioufly. A chief,-however, who 
went on board the fhip the fame day, 
having never dined with any European 
before, and being accuftomed to be fed 
by his women, had like to have gone 
without his dinner, becaule none of them 
were 
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were there to feed him ; he was preffed 
to eat by every mark of invitation, but 
obRtinately refnied, till the Captain, re- 
colle&ing the reaton, made his fervant 
play the nurfe, aud pot the meat in his 
mouth. 

On the 2d of May; an actident hap- 
pened that threw the whole ifland into 
confufion. Theobfervatory being ready, 
it was thought high time to faurnvh it ; 
and the irftruments for that purpofe 
being fent athore tie day before; when 
they cdme to examine them, thé qua- 
drant was iniffing, without which the 
Main objes&t of thé voyage couid not 
be pérformed. In proportion} therefore, 
to the lofs was the importaice of réco- 
¥ering it. As it was packed in a box, 
it was equally doub:ful whether it was 
ftolen by the natives or their own peo- 
ple, who might take it for a cate of 
nails, of which they wére very defi- 
rous. Every part of the fhip was there- 
fore rummaged, a large reward offered, 
and ftri& oiders given that no boat or 
cenpe fhould be fuffered to depart till 
it was found. Mr. Banks and Mr, 
Green, the éfronomer, agreed. to 
fearcli the woode, where, if ftolen by 
the natives; it was thought it would 
be. left, when it was fepfid to be a 
thing of no uff. In this, hewever, 
they were deceived, They were met 
by Tubourai Tamaide, who, making 
the fign of a triangle op his hand, de- 
fivered them from their fufpence, and 

“afiked in purfuing the fiyirig thief, 
pf whom they got intelligence at every 
houfe at which they calicd. His place 
Of refidence was at fevtn miles diflance, 
in a populotis part of the iflind, where 
it Was thought hard y fafe to foliow him 
unarmed, arid witheut nore aft ance, 
A guard was therefore fent for, afd 
the Captain fet out himfeif at the head 
of it, leaving orders to detain the 
canoes, but to Jeavé the natives to 
their full liberty. When Mr. Banks 
and his companions arrived at the re- 
fidence of the thief, the populace 
thronged about thein, and crowded fo 
clove, that he was ferecd to fire one of 
his pecket piffols in the dir, to kee 
tuem to order; this had the defied ef 
f&. Tybourai Tamaide explained 
the lofs, and the quadrant was 
brought, with only the ftand wanting ; 
aiid lie was told that even that thould 
be reftored, in their way to the Ayp. 
Rejoiced at their fuccefs, they were re. 
turning, when they met the. Captain with 
his party advancing with all tpeed,tacd 
already in poffeffion of the fand hat 
Was waiting 9 compleat the apparatus, 


-were bronelit. 
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Their joy on thir return was, how. 
ever; allayed, when they found Toota- 
hah in cuftody,; as prifoner in the fort, 
anda crowd of the natives affembted, 


‘all in lamentation for:the fave of their 


chief. The poor regent, for that was 
his office, having been goilty of no 
offence; thought he was to have been 
pot to death for the crime of his 


“fubseat. 


‘A pani¢ having ftized the na- 
tives on the firf feuing out of the Cap. 
tain with his gucrd, every one fled 
with the utmoft precipitation ; and, 
among the reft, Tootahah and two of 
his attehdants were making off in 
their canoe, when the officer on board, 
in purluance of lis orders, flopt the 
canoe, and fent Tootahah to the fort, 
where he fill remained in cuftotly sill 
the Captain’s return. Being inftantiy 
releafed, the rejoicing that fucceeded 
among the natives én feeing him at 
large, is not to be exprefid; and lie 
was himftlf fo traufported with joy, 
that, in the firft expanfion of ius heart, 
he fent, as Indians are fail to offer in- 
cenfe to the devil, two fat hegs for 
fpating his life. 

Next day, however, when provi- 
fions were expected at tnaiket, none 
In the af eritocn, Mr, 
Barks and Dr, Solad=r walked up 
the country, to talk with the people; 
they found them civil, but they coni- 
plained grievoufly of the ill treatment 


of their chiéf, who they faid had been 
beaten and pulled by ie Hair. 


The 
complaint might be cruz, though with- 
out defign. On the apsroach ‘of the 
fhip’s boat, Toorahath and his “com- 
pavions had thrown themfelves into 
the fa, and it is more than probable 
that the boatiwain, who was fnt to 
ftop them, might lay hold of the 
chief's hair to drag him to the hhip, 
and that in ftiwggling to get loole 
fome brutality might be ufed in crder 


. to fabdue him.

by the remarks of a very learned and

¢ fays, §* the ancient military chariot 
shad but two wheels, the Height or

“that I have met with, exceed the 
“height of a man’s knee.” This 
is, at lealt, a prefurhptive proof that the 
ancients were of this opinion. 
Nowwithitanding all {have faid, T cane 


hot forbear mentioning, on this occa- © 


fien, the great exponce and injudicious 
manner of road-mending that will be 
prevented by the fe of rollers. The 
jaying on fuch quantities of loofe ma- 
terials, éfpecia)ly in tainy feafons, is 
a rtal nutlance to travellers: every 
time a roadl is new covered, it is an 
impediment to horfes and carriages oF 
every kind, but to rotlérs in particular 
it is doubly fo; they ought to be al- 
Jowed a prensium for pafling évery 
fuch road, as the improvement of the 
furface is equal to the labours of tle 
cattle: it is, therefore, much to be la- 
mented, that the pafling toll-free con- 
tinues but for one year, as the a& now 
Rands : ~but-fuirely the legifl ture will, 
by what has already beén done, be 
convinced of the good effeét of rollers, 
and grant then a further teffn the next 
féfions, which may indiice the public 
to adopt them in preferencé to de- 
ftruStive natrow wheels, which never 
ean pay an equivalent for the injury 
they do to a good road every time they 
pals over it, the répdirs neceffary on 
their accoult being perpetual; wheréas, 
with roHeis, a flight repair, once per- 
haps in twenty years, would be very 
fu ficient. 

The advantage of fmooth roads 
would be as valtiable to travellers on 
horfeback a$ to thofe in carriages ; 
Janie atid ftumbling horfés would then 
frldorn be met with, which is iow, as 
thefe defe&ls are notoridufly occafioned, 
for the moft part, by the badnefs of 
the roads, efpecially turnpikes, and 
thofe that are mended with gravel ; 
for, even in their dry and be ftate, 
they are fprinkled with fiiall projeé- 
ing pebbles, and fharp-corfer’d flints, 
which, lying on a hard furface, can- 
not esfily yield when hors tread on 
them: to that the partial preffure of 
fuch pointed fubfances, againit the 
' foles of the horfes feet, muft neceflarily 
founder them, if they até not already 
tender; and the very pain. of -a finaft 


ftroke againkt a tharp pebble is fufficient 
te throw down horfes that are met 
oth-rwife addi&ted to tumble. 

But, further, I am of opinion, that, 
were the roads thus improved, as they 
might be, by rollers, even oxen would 
be capable of being ufed, with prodi- 
ta advantage, in all ftage-waggons 
throughout the kingdom: for I have 
found, by experience, that they ate 
able to do a great déal of work, when 
properly fitted in harnefs, Many of 
the journies mentioned in my lat have 
been made by oxen ; but the firft thing 
that fails them is their feet. I have 
feen them travel for many miles, with 
great chearfulnefs (though heavy load- 
en), on a well-beaten road; when, 
afterwards, upon coming to a freths 
covered road, they have abfolute!y re- 
fufed to fet foot upon it. In all other 
refpe&ts they are as traétable as korfes 
I ufe them, either fingle or a. breaft, 
in fhafts, with faddles’ upon thet 
backs, collars to their necks, and hat- 
ters, with reips, to their heads, atd in 
every refpect as horfes, except fhocing; 
and éven this latter I did for fome 
time, but have now left it off intirelys 
finding it more advantageous to let 
them reft, till their feet recover, bes 
caufe one tender-footed ox will dif. 
concert the whole team, When thefe 
things are confidered, I hope it will 
not be thought prefumption in me, to 
pert in the theory I have adopted ja 
this treatife, with refpeét to wheel- 
carriages, and to recommend the famey 
while I think it of very great confe+ 
quence, to the whole kingdom. 

But, as the beft- formed plan of car- | 
riages would be of little ufe, except 
the public could be eafily fupplied with 
them, I am prepared in this alfo; for’ 
I have great variety of carriages and 
rollers; upon this conftruétion, ready 
for infpection, which are either fit for 
roads, parks, fielils, or gardens ; andy 
fhould they evcr become general, as [ 
truft they wiil, I fhall {pare no expence 
nor trouble, that the public may be 
fully fupplied with them, I thall now — 
conclude with faying, that they are 
both cheaper and lighter, as well as 
more durable, than nine-inch broad 
wheels, and aye alfu fure to preduce 3

E VERY attentive obferver of the 

Englih, -mutt have noticed a re- 
markabie difference in their difpofition, 
as individuals, and as a community. 
AAs individuals, their anxiety for every 
thing new ; and, as a community, their 
attachment to every thing o/d; are 
equally confpicuous. In cafes where 
theory has not been fucceeded by prac- 
fice, our diflike to alteration may pro- 
ceed from a difticulty of conceiving a 
precife idea of what is to be introduced 
an the piace of what is to be relinquith- 
ed; but, where the nature and pro- 
priety of an improvement is obtruded 
on our f:nfes by example, our hefira- 


tion in adopting it can only be attsi- - 


buted to an ob&inacy, perhaps, not 
improperfy termed irrational. Of the 
exiftence, however, of an obftinacy of 
this kind, the.tardinefs with which the 
metropolis of our country has arifen to 
ts prefint pitch of convenience and 
beauty, is a iufficient demonfiration. 
That there were aqueducts at Rome, 
mult have been known to every trae 
weller whofe journey had extended to 
hialy, and toevery {cholar whofe learn- 
Eng amounted to a knowledge of the 
Latin hiforians ; yet the conveyance 
of ay aquedu& to London was regarded, 
by our forefathers, as an undertaking 
without precedent; and the New Ri- 
wer, when completed, was viewed with 
attcnifhment, as one of the wonders of 
the world. But, notwiihftanding the 
very important advantages produced to 
the public by the introduétion of this 
celebrated ftieam of comparatively un- 
contaminated water, the introduétion 
of another has not yet ‘been attempted, 
shough motives to attempt it are not 
wanung, and though the accomp!ith- 
ment ot the work, probably, would not 
be difficuis. Tlie waier of the Thames, 
polluted with the filthy effufions of the 
cloacez, and other impuritics, furely 
mut be injurious to the conttitutions 
of the peopie; and, it is faid, that 
the proprietors of the New River, with 
the wue {pitit ef monopoly, are advanc- 
‘ ang their prices, on the prefumption 
that their cuftomers cannot be accom- 
amodated from any other quarter: yet 
it has been afferted, and perhaps on 


good authority, that the Colne might-

to Moorfields ; places apparently not 
lefs convenient than Iflington for the 
ereétion of refervoirs, and the diftribu- 
tion of pipes to the different parts of 
the town. 

That the cities of Rome and Paris 
were provided with a fufficient number 
of bridges for the accommodation of 
their inhabitants, furely, could not till 
lately have remained .a fecret; yet 
London Bridge, that other Englith 
wonder of the world, fo aftonifhingly 
fupporting a double row of houfes on 
its furface, was, a few years palt, tle 
only conneétion between ihe two divi- 
fions of a city more extentive than ei- 
ther the Italian or Gallic capital.~ At 
length, however, it was deemed more 
rational to open other avenues for paf- 
fage, than to make a circuit of tour 
miles to places not four furlongs dif- 
tant; and the bridges. of Weiltmin- 
fter and Black friars :now add two mo- 
numeats of publ.c (piri and good talte 
to the few which before did honour to 
the nation. The famous Englith ri- 
alto, which, from veneration for the 
wonder- working abilities of our an- 
ceftors, had fo long been fuffered to 
impede the tranfaction of bufinefs, and 
produce confufion and mifchief among 
the crouds which were continually at- 
tempting in vain to pafs it, has alfo 
received as much improvement as it 
was capable of receiving, without be- 
ing rebuilt from its foundation; buat 
its not being fo rebuilt was, certainly, 
one of the moft flagrant errors ever 
committed. Had not the prefent me- 
thod of paving the ftreets been exem- 
plified in Paris, it probably would never 
have been difcovered in London ; and - 


pleafing as this improvment mukt be to 


every lover of beauty and reguiasity, 
and to ps 4 lover of his {pecies, who is 
apprized of the intimate connection 
berween cleanlinefs and health, it is 
very flowly extending from the centre 
to the extremities of the city ; in many 
places it is not begun, and in others it 
is not finithed ; and the murmurs and 
odjeétions of interefted, or accidentally 
injured individuals, are making fre- 
quent efforts tc retard its progrefs. In 
fome places where it is completed, thro* 
the negligence of the fcavengers, heaps 
of mud, and obftrugted kennels, are 
fuffered to offend the fight and fmell of 
paflengers, and produce difeafes among 
the neighbouring refidents. y 
The prefent London, though in- 
finitely fuperior to the London of our 
anceitors, is by ng meags arrived at a 


pers 
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perfection becoming the metropolis of 
a mighty empire. It is a trite obfer- 
vation, that our public buildings are 
not inferior to the buildings of moft 
other European cities, but are placed 
in very ill-chofen fituations, Our ca- 
thedral, which is in reality a noble 
ftru&ture, has been cenfured, perhaps, 
merely becaufe it could not be feen; 
and our monumental column, probably 
in compliance with the caprice of the 
vulgar, was fixed on the fpot where 
the conflagration it ‘was defigned to 
commemorate commenced; a fpot 
where the good fenfe of the architect 


- could not elfe bave permitted him to 


fix it. Our ftreets, at their coincidence 
with each other, are moft abfurdly 
contraéted to a third or fourth of their 
dimenfions in parts where no fuch co- 
incidence rendered width fo abfoiutely 
indifpenfible. Nor is this the only ab- 
furdity which avarice of ground has 
occafioned : acute angles, inter upting 
the fight, and impeding the paflage of 
carriages, occut conftantly in places 
where, on account of the perpetual 
concourfe of people, the occurrence 
of every obftacte, of every kind, 
fhould have been ftudioufly precluded. 

Were the ait of this populous capi- 
tal polluted with no other exhalation 
-hut the breath of its own numerous 
inhabitants, there would not be any 
room to boatt of its falubrity ; much 
Jefs, when uncovered fewers, and fiithy 
dunghills, are the common nuifances 
of its more immediate environs, and 
offenfive occupations the common nni- 
fanccs of its fuburbs and centre. The 
trades of the foap-boiler and tallow- 
chandler’ are fufficiently difagreeable, 
but the trades of the fell-monger and 
carcafe-butcher are intolerable ;- and 
the putrid effluvia arifing from the of- 
fices and flaughter-houfes of the two 
latter muft be pernicious beyond ex- 
preffion*. But there are other evils 
attendant on the praétice of flaughter- 
ing cattle in the city: the flefh of ani- 
mals killed in a fever cannot be whole- 
fome; but madnefs is a fever; and 
thee unhappy animals are terrified and 





* Our aneeftors had fo ftrong a fenfe

tortured into madnefe, by the noife and 
hurry of the fcene through which they 
are precipitated, and the barbarity of 
their inhuman drivers. It'is muck 
eafier to cenfure errors in public erco- 
nomy, than to difcover unexceptionable 
methods for their rectification. It is an 
anciént obfervation, that there is no. 
convenience without its oppofite in- 
convenience, nor one advantage to be 
gained but by the Jofs of anothers 
and poflibly this might be the ca’e with 
the affair in queftion: the feicétion of 
proper fituations for the ereétion of , 
public flaughter-houfes, at a proper 
diftance from town, could not be any 
matter of difficulty; but the expence 
of carriage would, undoubtedly, be 
made a pretence for rendering dearer 
thofe provifions which are much too 
dear already f. 

The pofition of ovr markets, and 
the conduét of the venders of provi- 
fions, are other fources of infalubrity. 
Our markets are fituated in hollow 
quadrangles, where a ftagnant’ atmo- 
{phere produces’ putrefaétion much 
fooner than it would otherwile be pro- 
duced; and, through the avarice of 
the venders, provifions are not fold to 
the poor at prices whereat they can af- 
ford to purchafe, till they are fo putrid 
that they thould not be permitted to be, 
eaten f{. 

The inftitution of our public hof- 
pitals is an  inftitution undoubtedly’ 
founded on the principle of benevo-' 
lence to the poor; but, by the igno-’ 
rance or inattention of the founszers, 
the fuccefs of their fchemes has not 
proved equal to expegtation, By the 
fituation, conftruction, and ceconomy 
of thefe infirmartes, an inherent con-’ 
tagion ‘is produced, ‘the fatal confe-" 





+ Perhaps this objection, on examina- 
tion, would be found of lef confequencé 
than it appears to be. Meat is now 
brought in. carts, from the flaighrer- 
houfes, to the markets, and the thops of 
the retail,butchers; and it would, per- 
haps, make no great difference in the af 
fair, if,it.was brought a few miles fur 
ther. The very frequent accidents which 
happen in the ftreets, from the fury of 
over-driven or tormented oxen, is another 
important reafon for an alteration of the 
prefent method,

experienced by unhappy patients re- 
ceived into them for cure of accidental 
injuries; dnd, as fuch are frequently. 
Vifited by theis relations and acquaint- 
ance, difeafe is difleminated to. places. 
where it probably would not otherwife 
have exifted; and thus the domini.n of 
mifery is extended by the very means 
defigned for “its. contradlion within 
narrower limits. 

As thele obfervations may poffibly 
engage attention, from the importance 
of the fubjeét, I thall take the liberty 
of purfuing them in a fubfequent 
letter, and in the mean time fub(cribe

with. the fan&ion. of his Majefty’s 
Privy-Council here, under thé great 
feal of England.” a 
My Lord, we find ourfelves com- 
prekended under the defcription of 
thofe who are to-be the objeéts of this 
unprecedented impofition.

faction, “he fays, “is ‘an effet which 
a ifes'fpantaneoufly ; digeftion is an 
effe& of ahotlier ‘principle acting upon 
it, and is the fabject which Mr. ‘Hanter 
‘particularly confiders. 
Animals,orparts of aninvals;poff-fled

ftomach ‘is often found at ils great ex- 
tremity, even in fubjeéts that have died 
ih full health; ‘by which, no doubt,

appearance as the effe& of fome dif- 
eaft, which, in Fad, Was no other, than 
the natural a ence of a ftrong di- 
ftive power fill fab&fting within itp 
elf, which in proportion to its ftrengih,- 
feems to be move diicernible in its 
effets. ’ Pur 

Mr. Hunter adduces'two. notable in- 
franices, the one aman who had his 
tkall fractured, and was killed, out 
right, at one blow of a poker. Juft be- 
fore this accident he had been tn per- 
feét hedlth, and had taken a hearty 
fupper of cold theat, cheefe, bread, and 
ale. Upon opening the abdomen, be 
found that the ftomach, though it MifT 
contained a good -deal, ‘was-diffulved 
at its great. extremity, and that a 
comfiderable pit of its contents day 
te . in the, general cavity of the 
beily.. :

or afiimilates it to the nature of the 
blood; and that, altho’ this menftruum 
is capable of aéting independently of 
the flomach, yet it is obliged to that

ARY. XXXII. Experiments and ob- 
fervations on the Waters of Buxton and 
Matlock, in Derbyfoire, by Thomas Per- 
cival, of Manchefter, M-D. and F.R.S, 

Dr. Percival found, that the water 
of St. Ann’s- well, by analyfis, con- 
tained ‘calcareous earth, foffil a'kali, 
and fea falts ; and that a gallon of the 
water, evaporated, yielded only 23 of 
24 grains of fediment. He found, like- 
wife, upon trial, that the heat of the 
bath is about 82 degrees of Fahren- 
heit’s thermometer ; ‘and that its {peci- 
fic'gravity was precifely ‘the, fame as 
that of rain-water, when their tempe- 
ratures were equal. The water of this 
avell is tran{parent, fparkling,and high. 
}y’grateful to the palate ; abounds with 
a mineral fpirit, or mephitic air, in 
which its ftimulus or heating quality 
refides; and, by expofing the water 
to the air, this. quality is foon difli- 
pated. 


Dr. Percival thinks it highly proba- , 


ble, that~a chalybeate impregnation 
snight with great facility be communi- 
cated to the Buxton water when frefh 
drawn from the {pring ; and that this 
smpregnation would impart a quality 
which in many cafes would add greatly 
fo its medicinal efficacy. — 

The. Matlock water, Dr. Percival 
fays, appears to refemble the Biiftol 


water both in its chemical and medici- 


nal qualities ; and he laments, that fo 
little attention is paid to Matlock wa- 
ter even by phgficians who refide in the 
neighbourhood of it, more efpecially as 
it weighs lighter than Briftol water by 
near a grain in a pint.

This is a very interefting-article, and 
deferves to- be read and compared with 
thofe cafes that have already appeared 
ip this Magazine, in, which the power- 
ful effects of the plant in queftion ap- 
pear with equal advantage *. 

Mr. H——n, an attorney, now ppe 
wards of 40, at the age of 15 began 
to be affected with what is ufually 
called a fcorbutic diforder; which thew. 
ed itfelf more particularly on the out- 
fides of his arms, about the elbows, 
and on the outfides of his legs, as well 
as in blotches upon othcr parts of his 
body. It hiad the appearance of a dry 
branny feab or fcurf, which every night 
fell off, morewor Jefs, in fcales, as is 
ufual in Jeprous cafes, ’ 

For feveral years paft he had. been 
trying Maredant’s Drops, and an elec- 
tuary of flos fulphuris and cremor tars 
tari, without finding any relief. 

In the winter 1770, this diforder in- 
creafed upon him very rapidly ; the ins 
teguments of the legs thickened very 
much, and the limbs {welled to fuch a 
degree as to render him unable to walk. 
The quantity of branny fcurf and {cales 
thrown off at this time was-very great ; 
he fays ** handfuls might have been 
taken out of his bed every morning.” 

In this unhappy fituation,even loath. 
fome to himfeit, it was recommended 
to him to take the juice of the water 
parfnep, in the quantity of one com- 
mon table - Spoonful, every morning, 
fatting, mixed with’ two {poonfuls of 
white mountain wine, 

The firft fpoonful he took, after two 
hours time, affeéted his head in a very 
extraordinary manner ; a Violent fick- 
nefs foon fucceeded, and violent ve- 
miting ; and, after he was put to bed, 
there came‘on cold fweats, and a very 
firong and long-‘continued, rigor, fo

fhat the people about him.thought him 
dying for fome time; but, in a few 
hours, al} thefe fymptoms wore off. 

* Such, however, had been the inve- 
teracy of his dilorder; and fo ftrong 
his defire to find relief, that. he deter- 
mined not to defift; and, after having 
omitted his medicine for one day, he 
repeated it in nearly the fame dofe, and 
with fimilar effets as to ficknefs and 
vomiting, though the uncommon fen- 
fation in his head, and the fucceeding 
rigor, were by no means {0 violent. 

e had sefolution enough to continue 
this dofe every other morning, for move 
than a fortnight, and then reduced it 
to three tea-{poonfuls, which was juft 
the half of the firlt dofe. 

Before’be had taken this juice one 
month, he was fenfible of a very great 
change for the better: encoutaged, 
therefore, by thefe appearances, he per- 
fevered in its ufe until the middie of 
April, by which time his kin, though 
net quite cleared, yet had ceafed to 
throw off any more feurf, and was be- 
come foft, clean, and well conditioned. 

From, firft to Jaft this juice never 
purged him ; though, he fays, even in 
its. reduced dofe, it never failed to.oc- 
cafion a dizzinefs of the head, a naufea, 
and ficknefs, which were not infre- 
quently fucceeded by a vomiting, that 
always inftantly relieved his head. 

From the middle of Apzil to the 
middle of June, hé drank every morn- 
ing the infufion of the leaves of the 
fame plant, which, he fays, is like 
common bohea-tea. . The infufion fel- 
dom occafioned naufea, or ficknefs, but 
always brought on a fmal! degree of 
vertigo, and in a flight manner) pro- 
duced the effets of intoxication fiom 
liquor. 

In June he went to Harrowgate, but 
was convinced that thofe waters were 
of no real fervice‘to him. On his 
coming home, he returned to the ufe 
‘of the infufion, and continued it. till 
his ftock of the herb was exhaulted. 
His tkin is now fo very litile affected, 
that he has but here and there, upon 
his arms and Jegs, a very finall. ap- 
pearance of his diforder, 

' This cafe, the nature and inveteracy 
of his diforder, being wel! known a- 
mong his neighbours, was much talked 
of, and raifed the curiofity of many 
people. When Mr, Pulteney firlt heard 
it, he did not doubt but that the juice 
of fome other plant ha’ been admi- 
niftered inftead of that of the watér 
parfnep ; and found, upon farther en- 
quiry, that ‘i¢ was the cenanth: co- 
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cata,or hemlock dropwort, that he had 
ufed, and that the juice of the root 
only, and not of the leaves and ftalks, 
had been adminiftered. ; 
Dr. Pulteney obferves, that the ex- 
preflion from the root is not to be des 
pended upon after the plant is advanced 
towards its flowering ftate, as the root 
then becomes light, dry, and fpungy. 
Mr.H—n is defirous that it thould 
be known, shat he ** tried very fruit- 


lefly, among other methods, the drink- - 
ing of tar-water and fea-water, of each . 


of which, he fays, he did not drink 
Jefs than an hogfhead.”

is original, the candid mutt admit, that 
he has ufed nogreater freedom with that 
author than dramatic writers have ever 


been allowed to do with noveliits, from , 


the dramas of Shake/peare to the come- 
dies of Mr. Colnian.” 

The charaéters in this comedy are, 
General Gantlet, the Duellift ; Cap- 
tain Boothby, a dependent for prefer- 
ment in the army on the promifes of 
Losd Lovemore ; Sir Solomon Bavble, 
xi vintuofo, the father of Mrs, Booth- 
by, whom lie had difcayded for mar. 
rying the captain, and the/ uncle and 
guaidian of Emilia; Counfellor Wit- 
more, a young bairifler of the Temple, 
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in love with Emilia ; Lord Lovemore;. 
a modern man of quality; Governor 
Mammon, an Afiatic piunderer of 


immenfe fortune, und<r contraé: to 


marry Emilia; Serjeant Nonplus, his 
council ; Mac-totum, his major-domo. 
Lady’ Lovemore, fifter of General‘ 
Gantlet, and wife of Lord Lovemore ; 
Mrs, Boothby, wife ot the captain, 
an. innocent and yirtuous. woman ; 
Lady Bauble, wife of Sir Solomon, a 
pedant; Emilia, a young lady fent 
from India to England for education, 
in love with Witmore; Mrs. Good- 
will, a decent intelligent woman, who 
lets lodgings; Mrs. Brofh, fervant to. 


Lady Bauble; and Echo, fervant to 


Lady Lovemére. 

The two principal articles of bufi- 
nefs are, the intended marriage of Wit- 
more and Emilia, and the deteéction 
and defeat of Lord Lovemore’s bale 
defigns on Mrs, Boothby. In the cir- 
eumltances of the former, Governor 
Mammon is confiderably interefted ; 
but General Gantlet, though the cha- 
racter that gives name to the piece, 
is not inftrumental to either, and Is ex- 
hibited only where the author, with. 
out impropriety, could introduce him, 
Both charaéters, however, are well 
fuftained ; and the contemptible often- 
tation of the one, and the deteftable 
irafcibility of the other, with the pride, 
infolence,. and falfe notions of honour 
common to both, are ftrongly marked. 
The other characters alfo are properly 
diftinguifhed and fupported, particu- 
Jarly Sir Solomon Bauble’s and Lady 
Bauble’s, in which there are feveral 
firokes of genuine humour. The lan- 
guage is eafy and natural, and the 
whole is far from being deftitute of 
f ntiment. 

Of the captious humour of the Duel- 
hift, take the following {pecimen : 
“Scene 1. Enter Gen. Gantlet to Booth- 

by aad Witmore. 

Gan, Well, Barrifter, how is it?— 
What, George Boothby! By the lord, 
my boy, I am heartily glad tg fee thee.

Injured as the author appears to have 
been by the interruption of his play, 
-he may juftly adopt what Dryden fad 
of his own Wild Gallant in fimilar 
circumftances, that ‘* the town had 
received, with applaufe, as bad and 
as incorre& plays from other men :” 
and, as his view in writing plays is 
not fo much dramatic reputation as 
theatrical emolument, while he writes 
no worle than others, though it fhould 
not be allowed he writes better, to 
that emolument he'has an equal right. 

If the author has ever been govern- 
ed by the fpirit of his hero, and is 
confc\ous of having*provoked perfonal 
enmity as a literary duelliit, he can 
eafily account for any private parties 
that may have ‘been .formed againit 
him on the prefent occafion; but, ia 
the view of the public, his want of 
fucceis appears to have arifen folely 
fron an un/ortunite reprefentation of

Aleppo ( Heliopolis), Aug. 41. 
ier igth of January laft the plague 

firft manifefted itfelf in the fuburbs 
of Bagdat, (mear the ruins of the ancient 
Babylon), and foor after in the city it- 
felf. It made fuch’havock in the months 
of February, March, and April, that of 
four hundred thoufand inhabitants, only 
2 quarter part were left alive, ‘The inha- 
bitants of the neighbouring towns of 
Hela, Iman. Aly, Iman-Huffein,and Iman- 
Mouffa, have been entirely {wept away, 
thofe 
places in April, found all the houfés de- 
ferted, and nothing but dead carcafes left. 
Some pilgrims from Iman-Aly, and fome 
Jewith families who efcaped from Bagdat, 
carried the contagion to Baflora, at which 
place, towards the end of March, the 
Chriftians and Franks fhut themfelves up 
to prevent infection, which the Turks 


. neglecting, eight thoufand of them. perifh- 


ed in one quarter alone of the city, from 
thé rsth tothe asth of April, Of five 
hundred. domefticks of the Muffelim (the 
overnor), one flaye only efcaped with 
ife, This city confifted of an hundred 
thoufand inhabitants, of whom eighty 
thoufand have perifhed, five thoufand fled 
to the Perfian gulf, about the fame num- 
ber efcaped the infeétion, and ten thou- 
fand have arrived here. The numbers of 
Chriftians who perifhed amounted to three 
hundred and feventy-four, feventy-four 
of which were of the Roman communion, 
more than four thoufand Jews, three Ido- 
laters, and all the reft were Turks, ‘Fhe 
heat of the month of May ftopt the infec- 
tion at Bagdat, and the roth of June Baf- 
fora was delivered from it. The Bifhop 
of Babylon (whofe fervants all perifhing, 
was driven forth to feck provifions), the 
conful of France, two ecclefiaftics, and 
one Carmelite, died in the firft-mentioned 
place ; and in Bagdat the Sieur Perault, 
agent to the India Companys and two 
Carmelite miffionaries.. A Catholic Ar- 
menian prieft, who prattifed phyfic, efca- 
ped the infection, though he attended on 
the fick the whole time, The feveral 
tribes of Arabians who encamp on the 
borders of the river Chatel Arabe, as far 
as the fea, and to the port of the Gulf, 
have likewife fuffered prodigioufly. Ke- 
rim-Khan, Regent of Perfia, having pla- 
eda cordon of troops on the frontiers of 
that kingdom, preferved that country from 
the infection,

This 
the Direétion mult know; but I am 
firmly of opinion, that, in honourable 
cafes, prefents are not improper to be 
received ; but when for difhonourable 
purpofes, then, Sir, I hold them to be 
highly improper. In the early part.of 
niy life, my labours were without e- 
molument or laurels, and 7 hope the 
Houfe cannot think but that I ought to 
be rewarded for my fervices to my 
country in the latter part cf it. Whea 


I was em»loyed by the Compaay, their 


affairs abyoad were in a condition much 
to be Jamented. Misfortunes attended 
them in every part of their {ctilements, 
and the nabots looked with a- jealous 
eye upon the fmall privileges and pofs 
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feffions they then enjoyed ; and,though 
fmall, in danger every day of being 
wiefted from them. Fear and weak- 
nefs of power fought for protection 
from the dangers that furrounded them. 
In this critical fituation, I was called 
forth, and it pleafed God to make me 
the inflrument of their delivery. In 
the various battles and attacks in which 
I was employed, i had the good for- 
tune to fucceed ; nor were fuch {chemes 
or undertakings entered upon without 
the previous provocation of the country 
powers. The treachery of Surajah 
Dowlah was for-everin our eye, and 
his perfidy was never at reft; nor did 
we attack Chandernagore tiil the trea- 
ty on his behalf was firlt violated. 
After thefe conquefts, Sir, and acqui- 
fitions gained for the Company, I re- 
turned home. They approved in the 
higheft degree of what I had done; 
and, asa token of their approbation, 
they prefented me with a rich fword fet 
with diamonds. ‘This, certainly, Sir, 
was no mark of their opinion that I 
had either violated tieaties, or difo- 
beyed their orders. Nor did their 
commendation and good opinion of my 
fervices terminate here. As foon as 
troubles broke out in that country,and 
when the news of\ the terrible difafter 
of the taking of Calcutta from us ar- 
rived to the ear of the Company, they 
immediately fent to me, and requefted 
that I would go once more to India, to 
prote& aid fcure their poffefions ;— 
that my prefence alone would eff. ct it 5 
and they fhould reft fecured, through 
the good opinion they had of me, that 
fuccefs would accompany me, and that 
J fhould be the means of putting their 
affairs again in a profperous ficuation. 
1 did not hefitate a moment to accept 
the offer. JI went abroad, refolving not 
to benefit myfelf one fingle thilling at 
my return; and J ftriétly and religioufly 
adhered to it. When I arrived there, 
I fubdued Angria, a very. powerful 
prince. I retook Calcutta with an in- 
confiderable army.—Surajah Dowlah 
had at all times betrayed a difpofition 
to break the treaty; and, when an ar- 
my was fent under the command of 
Monf. Duprée, which might have 
pioved fatal to us, I do not hefitate to 
fay, chat we bribed the general of that 
army, who immediately wrote to the 
nabob to let him know the Englith 
were invincible; anc, upon a fecond 
requeft from the nahob to. Monf. Du- 
prée, that he would march with his 


army, and deftvoy the Englifh, his an. 





- treaty. 
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fwer was couched in the fame terms. 
He faid, that he always found the 
Englifh invincible, and it would have 
been the height of imprudence to ha- 
zard an attack. By fuch means, and 
by this ftratagem, we fucceeded. We 
foon difcavered, that the nabob Sura- 
jah Dowlah was fo turbulent and reft- 
lefs, that he only waited for the de- 
parture of the fleet to exterminate the 
Englith. But, as treacherous men are 
too apt to have men of the fame caft 
and difpofition about them, the nabob 
was not wanting of fuch companions. 
Omichund, his confidential fervant, as 
he thought, told his mafter of an agree- 
ment made between thie Englith and 
Monf. Duprée, to attack him, and re- 
ceived for that advice a fum not lefs 
than four jacs of rupees. Finding 
this to be the man in whom the nabob 
entirely trufted, it foon became our 
object to confider him as a moft mate- 
rial engine in the intended revolution. 
We therefore made fuch an agreement 
as was neceflary for the purpofe, and 
entered into a treaty with him to fa- 
tisfy his demands. When all things 
were prepared, and the evening of the 
event was appointed, Omichund in- 
formed Mr. Watts, who was at the 
court of the nabob, that he infifted up- 
on thirty lacs of. rup.es, and five per 
cent. upon all the treafure that fhould 
be found ; that, unlefs that was immedi- 
ately complied with, he would difclofe 
the whole to the nabob ; “and that Mr. 
Watts, and the two other Englith gen- 
tlemen then at the court, fhould be cut 
off before the morning. Mr. Watts, 
immediately on this information,  dif- 
patched an exprefs to me at the coun- 
cil. I did not hefitate to find out a 
ftratagem to fave the lives of thefe 
people, and fecure fuccefs to the in- 
tended event. For this purpofe we 
fizned another treaty. The one was 
called the Red, the other the White 
This treaty was figned by 
every one, except Admiral Watfon ; 
and 1 fhould have confidered myfelf 
fufficiently authorized to put his name 
to it, by the cenveriation I had with 
him. As to the perfon who figned 
Admiral Wa:fon’s name to the treaty, 
whether he did it in his prefence or not, 
IT cannot fay; but this I know, that he 
thought he had fufficient authority for 
fo doing. This treaty was immedi- 
ately fent to. Omichund, who did not 
fufpe& the ftratagem. The event took 
place, and fuccefs attended it; and the 
Houle, I am fully perfuaded, will a- 
gree 
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gree with me, that, when the very ex- 
itence of the company was at ftake, 
and the lives of thefe people fo preca- 
rioufly fituated, and fo certain of be- 
iig deftroyed, that it was a matter of 
true policy and of juftice to deceive fo 
great a villain. I have in my hand, 
€ir, a leiter figned by Admiral Wat- 
fon, Meffrs. Manningham, Watts, &c. 
which, I apprehend, will carry Admi- 
ral Watfon’s thorough approbation of 
the proceedings of the revolution, and 
the means by which it was obtained. 
[His Lordjbip then read the letter, 
which conveyed Admiral Watfon’s full 
approbation.| Now, Sir, greatas my 
fortune is (and which bears no pro- 
portion to what I might have made), 
yet, to thew that I did not harrafs, or 
lay under contribution, thofe whom [ 
had conquered, for my own emolu- 
ment, I can tell this Houfe, that nei- 
ther J, nor any one in my army, re- 
ceived a fixpence from the inhabitants 
of Muxadabad. My jaghire was not 
received till 1759, though it has been 
reported I received it at the revolution 
in 1757. IF mutt beg leave to mention 
another circumftance to this Houle ; 
that, upon thefe troubles, the Dutch 
were encouraged by the nabob to enter 
the country, with feven thips, and a 
vat army. I did not hefitate a mo- 
ment to give them battle, and, in 
twenty-four hours, I deftroyed every 
fhip they had, and their. whole army 
was either killed, wounded, or taken 
prifoners. At this time the Dutch had 
mott of my money, and in this inftance, 
J think, I thewed a zeal for the ho- 
nour and intereft of the Company fupe- 
rior to every other object, even of my 
own concern, I muft now beg leave 
to read in the Houfe two letters from 
the Court of Dire&tors tomyfelf, con- 
taining their approbation of the revo- 
lution in Bengal.—Thefe letters, Sir, 
came not through the common channel 
of addrefs to the governor and council, 
but were direéted tomMyYsELF. | His 
Lordjhip then Mead the letters, which 
contained indeed the moft full and fatis- 
Sadory approbation of what is termed 
in one of the letters THE LATE GLO» 
RIOUS AND PROFITABLE REVOLU- 
TION.]—Thefe, Sir, are furely fuffi- 
cent certificates of my behaviour, and 
of the proceedings of ‘that revolution ; 
and, whatever the Houfe may think 
of them, will remain an everlafling ap- 
probation of my conduét from thofe 
perfons who alone employ-d me, and 
whole fervant L was. A late minifter 
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(Lord Chatham), - whofe abilities have 
been an honour to his country, and 
whom this Houfe will ever revere, 
will, I am fure, come to your bar, 
and not only tell you how highly he 
thought of my fervices at the time, but 
alfo what his opinion is now. 

Upon my arrival, Sir, in England 
a fecond time, a committee of the Di- 
rectors waited upon me, to defire to 
know when I would receive the con- 
gratulations of the Direétion. I ac- 
cordingly waited upon them. at their 
court in Leadenhall-{treet, and the 
chairman, at avery full court, addref= 
fed me in the words contained in this 
letter [which bis Lordpip read. Thefe, 
Sir, were circumftances, certainly, that 
gave mea full fatisfaction, and aground 
to think that-my conduct, in every in- 
ftance, was approved of.—After duch 
certificates as thefe, Sir, am I to be 
brought here like a criminal, and the 
very beft parts of my condu&t conftrued 
into crimes againft the ftate? Is this 
the reward that is now held out to 
perfons who have performed. fuch im- 
portant fervices to their country? If 
it is, Sir, the future conféquences that 
will attend the execution of any im- - 
portant truft, committed to the perfons 
who have the care of it, will be fatal 
indeed ; and I am fure the noble Lord 
upon the treafury bench, whofe great 
humanity and abilities 1 revere, would 
never have confented to the refolutions 
that paffed the other night, -if he had 
thought on the dreadful confequences 
that would attend them. Sir, I cane 
not fay that I either fit or reft eafy, 
when I find by that extenfive refolu- 
tion (fee p. 249), that all I have in 
the world is confifeated, and that no 
one will take my fecurity for a thilling. 
Thefe, Sir, are dreadful apprehenfions 
to remain under, and I cannot look 
upon myfelf but as a bankrupt. I 
have not any thing left which I can 
call my own, except my paternal for- 
tune, of sool, per annum, and which 
has been in the family for ages paft. 
But upon this I am content to live, 
and perhaps I fhall find more real con- 
tent of mind and happinels, than in 
the trembling affluence of an unfettled 
fortune. But, Sir, I muft make one 


-more obfervation, that, if the defini- 


tion of the Hon. Gentleman [General 
Burgoyne], and of this Houfe, is, 
that the State, asexpreffed in thefe re- 
folutions, is, guo ad hoc, the Compa- 
ny, then, Sir, every farthing that I 
enjoy is granted to me. But to be © 

called, 
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called, after fixteen Fears have elapfed, 
to account for my condu& in this man- 
ner, and after an uninterrupted enjoy- 
ment of my property, to be queftioned 
and confidered as obtaining it unwar- 
rantably, is hard indeed | and a treat- 
ment I fhould not think the Britith fe- 
nate capable of. But, if it fhould be 
the cafe, I have a confcious innocence 
within me, that tells me my condu& is 
irreproachable. Frangas, non flees. 
‘They may take from me what I have ; 
they may, as they think, make me 
r, but I will be happy! I mean 
oe this as my ean defence 
will be made at the bar; and, before 
I fit down, I have one requeft to make 
to the Houfe, that, when they come to 
decide upon my honour, they will not 
Sorget their own.

A N-Y .perfon or perfons, natural- 

born fubjeéts or foreigners, who 

fhall pay into his Majeity’s treafury the 
{um of one or more hundreds of pounds, 
is to receive an annuity of fix pounds 
by the hundred for every hundred 
pounds fubferibed during the. life ot 
dives of the perfons nominated by the 
fubfeviber, with additional intereft from 
time to time, by benefit of farvivorfhip, 
until ‘the annuity payable to each fub- 
fcriber fhall amount to a fum equal to, 
but never to-exceed, the:principal fum 
originally advanced. 

The fums fub{cribed are to be paid 
into 'the treafury at three different pe- 
riods, twenty per cent. omor before the 
firt of February next; forty per cent. 
‘on or béfore the firft‘of May next; 
and forty sper cent. to compleat the 
payment of every hundred pounds fo 
fubfcribed, on or before the 24th of 
June next. The annuities are to com- 
mence from the 25th day of Decem- 
ber, 1773; fo that every fubfcriber will 
be enabled to receive half a year’s aa- 
‘nuity at the time he makes his laft pay- 
ment to compleat his fubfcription. 

As a further advanthge to the fub- 
‘feribers, they are not obliged to name 
their lives or nominees until the 24h 
of June next, the time that they make 
the laft payment of their fubieriptions, 
‘by which provifion every fubfcriber has

To avoid fraGtional divifions, ard 
the expence and. difficulty of keepi.g 
long and intricate accounts, no diftrr- 
bution will be made of the fums accru- 
ing by furvivorthip in the feveral claf- 
fes, till they fhall be fufficient to pay an” 
additional intereft of one-half per cent. 

Books are opened in the Deputy 


‘Vice-'Treafurer’s office, in which will 


be entered the names of the fubfcribers, 
the fums by them advanced, and the 
refpestive times of payment, and alfo 
the names, ages, and additions of the 
feveral nominees ; and debentures will 
be iffued to perfons who fhall compleat 
their fubfcriptions, in which will be 
expreffed the Chriftian and furnanies, 
additions, places of abode, ages, and 
other defcriptions of the nominees, 
which. debentures may be affigned or 
deyifed. 

For the benefit of minors, guardians 
may, with the approbation ef the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Keeper, or Keepers 
of the Great Seal, for the time being, 
fubfcribe for infants. 

The duties granted for the payment 
of thefe annuities are thrown into the 
Loan Fund, where the whole is aggre- 
gated together in one mals, and out of 
which fund the annuitgnts will be paid, 
haif-yearly, at the fame time, and in 
the fame manner, as-the reft of the 
public creditors, 

The other claufes of the bill are de- 
figned principally to guard againit 
frauds and concealment of the deaths 
of the nominees, in order that the fub- 
fcribers may have the full benefit of the 
furvivorfhip.

NOW refume my obfervations, 

commenced in your Magazine for 
December, 

Among other circumftances inconfif. 
tent with public decency and ‘public 
health, the perfonal uncleannefs of the 
poor is a circumftancethat would reflec 
the: keeneft reproach on the opulent, 
could the avarice of the opulent be 
alone fuppofed to -occafion, or even 
not to prevent it: but, for the moft 
part, the hand of charity might be 
extended fifty times in fifty weeks 
to clothe ‘the naked, or, the worfe 
than naked, thofe whofe filthy. tat- 
ters only ferve to retain the-ftamina 
of ‘obfcene and ‘infeétious difeafes ; 
and the decent raiment provided for 
them, would be bartered at the pawn- 
broker’s for money, and the money 
expended at the gin-fhop or the ale- 
houfe. The fight of theabje& mifery 
of thefe wretched difgracers of huma- 
nity is painful to the eyes of the com- 
paflionate,#and »prompts them to with 
fome ‘method, more likely to. prove ef- 
fe&tual for its relief than any hither- 
to adopted, might engage the atten- 
tion of our rulers. ~If the beftowal 
of nece(fivies be a tafk fruitlefs .as 
the fabled labour of .Sifyphus, the 
retention of unneceffaries fhould take 
place; and thus the weapon be wrefted 
from the hand of the felf-deftroyer, 
The trade of the pawnbroker might, 
perhaps, be totally annililated; and 
the trade of the diftiller and retailer of 
{pitits ‘civcumf{eribed within very fcan- 
ty innits, as trades whence'little bene- 
fit is devived’ to the ‘community, but 
partial wealth is accumulated by indi- 
dividuals on the ruin of their fellow- 
creatures, This is a meafure which 
ought to ‘be, but which it may, without 
hazard of a miftake, be propheficd 
never willbe, purfued; for to difcoun- 
tenance the vices of'the vulgar, is to 
fap the foundation of one of thofe in- 
famous pillars, on which the unweildy 
edifice of government has refled for 
little lefs than a century, 

The praftice of making our churches 
repofitories of the dead, is a praétice 
that merits the utmoft feverity of cen- 
fure: the evaporation from buirial 
_ places, where bodies are properly in- 
-terred, perhaps, is not totally inof- 
fenfive ; but the exhalation from vaults, 
where bodies are placed to rot as it 
were above ground, muft be pernicious 
to a much greater degree than is com- 
monly apprehended. The entrances 
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of thefe fepulchral caverns were for- 
merly fecuced with fome confiderable 
degree of caution ; but the occafional 
opening of them having been produc - 
tive of fatal accidents, a different plan 
of conftruétion is now adopted, and 
their walls are broken into numerous 
windows, through which the dead are 
indecently expoied to view, and thofe 
deleterious miafmata, the fudden erup- 
tion whereof fometimes produced vio- 
lent effeéts -on -individuals, are now 
flowly and inceffantly exhaling, to 
the no lefs certain, though lefs per- 
ceptible injury of the community.— 
Nor has this alteration effected its -pur- 
pole, with refpeét to a removal OL: the 
local evil. In churches where the dead 
are depofited, a difagreeable damp, 
and more difagreeable foetor, affeét the 
fenfe of perfons who rarely vifit them 5 
and it is difficult toimagine, that feve- 
tral hours in a week can be paffed in 
fuch fituations without injury to the 
conititution ; and pofilbly many a die 
feafe, ignorantly attributed to a cold 
caught at church, has really been pro- 
duced there, though by a caufe not at 
all fufpe&ted of producing it.—As to 
the common argument of the advo- 
eates for this practice, that precautions 
are ufed to prevent the confequences 
which have been mentioned, its futility 
mut be obvious ona moment's reflec- 
tion: notwithftanding all precautions 
that can be ufed, this fubtle venom 
will-find interftices to efcape through 5 
and wood, and even lead, will in time 
decay, and by decaying open wider ~ 
avenues for its paffage. 

As the fuperttition which fuppof- 
ed a particular fanftity inherentin par- 
ticular places, and from which pro- 
_bably this praétice received its origin, 
has zow loft much of its prevalence,even 
among, the unthinking and illiterate 
vulgar; to the gratification of an idle 
vanity, and the indulgence of a fond — 


. affection, its continuance mutt princi- 


pally be afctibed. But the vain thould 
conhder, that, to gratify their varity 
in. a circumftance which in its own 
nature is the ttrongeft motive to humi-« 
lity, mutt be abfurd ; and the fondly 
affectionate fhould recollect, that their 
affection is not really, indulged by the 
methods they purfue t5 indulge it; 
but that the very places, which they 
deem fan&tuaries for the repofe of the 
mouldering reliques of stheir beloved 
relatives, are not facred from violation; 
for when the gloomy receptacles of 
corruption are fully replenifhed, oo 
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- cenotaphs in our temples. 


Old tenants are with very little cere- 
mony ejected, to make soom for new 
ones ; and the bones fuppofed to be fo 
effe&tually: prote&ted from infult, are 
piled in one common charnel-houfe, 
huddled into one common grave, or 
difpofed of in a yet more dilrefpec- 
ful manner, as accident, indolence, 
or avarice, may dire& their diftribu- 
tion. Truths, however, that are dif- 
liked, will feldom be believed ; and 
where a pomt of importance is to be 
gained, it may. be gamed with more 
facility, when common. prejudices are 
acquiefced in, than when they are op- 
pofed ; and could the force of cuftom 
be once furmounted, the gratification 
of vanity, and the indulgence of af- 
fection, might be rendered compatible 
with the preftrvation of health, by 
imitating the example of the ancient 
and modern Orientals, in the inftitu- 
tion of extra-urban cemeteries. In 
thefe, the monumental pyramid, or 
fculptured urn, intermixed with greens 
of yew or cyprefs, wou!d appear to ad- 
vantage; in thefe, the afhes of the 
deceafed would probably remain fome 
centuries unmolefed ; and occafional 
vifits to thefe, would be propitious. to 
the production of that pleafing melan- 
choly, perhaps not unjultly deemed the 
friend of humanity and religion: 
whereas, on the prefent plan, the 
commonnels of the font deftioys every 
beneficial influence fuppofed to re- 
fult from the obfervation of im- 
ftances of mortality.—It may be ob- 
jefted, that, were an abolition of bu- 
rial in churches to take place, thefe 
churches would be deprived of their 
greateft ornaments, in the ingenious 
produftions of imitative art, ¢ the a- 
nimated buft, or breathing ftatue.”’ 
Where ornament and utility cannot 
fubfitt together, impartial reafon will 
not hefitate to determine that the for- 
mer thould give placé to the latter : 
but this is not here the cafe; the 
bodies of the cead might be depofited 
in the cemeteries before mentioned, 
and their ations or their virtues at 
the fame time be commemorated on 
The ‘* Hic 
fitus eft”? need only be exchanged for 
the ** Memoriz facrum ;"’ and the ge- 
nius of the ftatuary and the campofer 
of infcriptions might be exe:cifed as at 
prefent. 

If, however, no alternative will 
ferve, if the caprice of fafhion muft 
prevail over the diétates of reafon, and 
the dead muit be mingled with the 
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living ; the moft offenfive part, at léaff, 
of the evil complained of, might be 
removed by adopting the praétice-of 
embalming ; a practice, which has 
been adopted by the opulent of dif- 
ferent countries and ages, and to 
which no rational objeétion can be 
made but its expenfivenefs ; and ex- 
pence im one refpe& only, furely, need 
not be regarded by thofe, who dilre- 
gard it in every other., 

The prefervation of health is a con- 
fideration of the wtmof importance ; 
the life of almoft every individual is 
of fome value to fociety. Difeafe, 
like the fabled Briarews, has an .hun- 
dred hands, each armed with a deadly 
weapon, different.in its method of def- 
truétion, and all continually employed 


‘to thoiten the thort period of exiftence 


allotted us by the nature of our confi- 
tution ; and of thefe, none perhaps .is 
more wniverfally ative than infe&tion ; 
it is the. peftilence which ftrikes unfeen 
at noon-day; fo that none perceives 
the wound that it gives a fatal con- 
fequences evince that it has been given. 
Our duty, therefore, to one another, 
not more than our own particular 
intereft, fhould induce us, by every 
pofible means that reafon and pru- 
dence can fuggeft, to endeavour to 
diminith its aétivity. J. S.

the Ifraelifes had wifdom and under- 
ftanding, while the Egyptians were loft 
in ftupidity and ignorance.” 

From this mana(cript of profound 
antiquity I thall make a curious ex- 
tract; it was written, according to the 
bet tradition, by an Egyptian prieft, 
Secretary when Amenophis reigned in 
Egypt, who is fuppofed to be the very 
Pharaoh that was afterwards. drowned 
in the Red-Sea. 

“© In our own times (ays the phi~ 
lofophic hiftorian) there fell a terrisie 
darknefs upon the land ef Egypt. As 
I was educated in all the myfteries of 
human knowledge and philofophy, my 
foul was infpired, from its Jove of 
wifdom, to enquire into thecaufe of fo 
furprifing a phenomenon. {[ travelled 
through the divifions of light and 
darknefs, and marked out the land of 
Gothen, in which there was perfect 
light. I made a fcheme of this unac- 
countable eclipfe, and of the places 
which it *thadow'd, and fhadow’'d not ; 
for fo admirable was it te behold, that 
many places were totally dark, when 
the very next adjoining were totally 
light. To perform this, was only in 
the power of philofophy. 1 had long 
before compofed for my private fpzcu- 
Jation two mirrors, which fhauld give 
me light in the deepeft darknefs, and 
reprefent atrue fcene of every thing 
that paffed.: The fages, who found 
out and ufed thefe mirters, called them 
the eyes of wifdom. 

By the affitance of thefe eyes I 
ventured boldly into the royal ‘palace 
of Amenophis the King, altho’ every 
way to approach it was utter darknefs. 
After I had entered into the inner 
court, I faw fome apartments irradiated 
with a bright fplendor, and others hid 
in myfterious ebfcurity. How fur- 
prized was I, ye gods! to find the 
apartments of moft of the chief mini- 


fers‘ enjoying a perfeét light, while: 
their unhappy mafter the King wag. 


buried in an inconceivable obfcurity, 
How, O ye powers who rule over 
Kings, did my heart beat, my knees 
tremble, my ‘haie ftand ere&, to fee 
your vicegerent Amenophis the King 
fit quietly concealed at the corner of a 


ciofet!. What did 1! Witnefs, O ye 


powers. I did the duty of a good and 
faithful fubje&—I informed his Ma- 
jelty, that his minifters and fervants 
kept him in the dark, while they enjoy- 
ed all the happinefs of light. But, 
ah! unhappy, credulous Prince! he 
anf{wered, they have told me all the 
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people have no more light than I ;. nay, 
even that I enjoy more than they. 
Whom fhould I believe but my, fer- 
vants? am not I Lord over them? 
dare they play the mock with Royalty ? 
begone—ipeak not againft my fervants. 
“To acenfe them is accufing my judg- 


’ ment, who made choice of them. 


«* I then sepaired to the apartment of 
the chief * butler, and demanded au- 
dience on affairs of the utmoft impor- 
tance to the nation. I was admitted 
into a fplendid room, where I found 
the chief butler, accompanied by many 
chiefs.and rulers of the land at a.more 
than royal banquet. All was light, 
all was joy, all was triumph; they 
caroufed healths, and fang jongs -of 


merriment on the darknefs which pre- ~ 


vailed in fo many places in the land. 
After fome time the chief butler con- 
duéted me into another apartment, to 
enquire the bufinefs I came about. 

** Moft honourable, by the, King’s 
favour 1 come to requef.a. boon, 
which I think it is my duty to atk, 
and your'duty to grant; I come 
as a petitioner for your royal maf- 
ter, and as an -interceflor from the 
people ; I come to defire, in this, time 
of calamity, either to bring the King 
into this apartment of light, or elfe in 
compaffion let fome glimpfe of light be 
conveyed to his all-darkfome clofet.” 
«¢ A very pretty requeft truly, cried the 
chief butler, Hi! ha! ba! you are 


a wife man, verfed in the arcana. of , 


nature and philofophy ; but were you 
gn the leaft-acquainted with the myfte- 
ries of ftate, you would not mention 
fo ridiculous.a thing. You feem fur- 
prifed; but know, Sir, the moment, 
that I fhould let the King be in the 
light, I thould be hanged. You fee 
we have great care.upon us, great fa- 
tigue; and you fee he is at eafe. In 
fhort, he may eat, drinkyvand confirm 
our decrees equally in the dark as in 
the light.” The chief butler, having 
thus anfwered me, retired,to bis com- 

anions. I was. aftonifhed, at_ the 
ingratitude and wickednels of the 
man; but, thought IJ, all. whom the 
King delighteth to honour are not like 
unto the chief butler, I went to the 
chief baker; I found him furrounded 
by priefts and high-priefts, legifla- 
tors, commanders of armies, and 
princes of, the land: I dered. a pri- 
vate audience; it was granted; [

urged my fuit as before. ta the chief 
butler, Afrer fome paufe—‘* You 
know not, faid he, what you afk. I 
wil! be fhort and free—by fome light 
let into the cranny.of one of. our for- 
mer prince’s fkulls, an anceftor of 
mine was hanged, not an hundred 
years ago. You are a very honeft 
man, but, alas! no politician.” 3 
** Good, God, cried I, on this re- 
pulfe, what myfteries, what incredible 
fcenes are in the court of princes! If 
all the nronarchs in the world thare 
this Prince's fate, how unhappy’ are 
their conditions! As for this poor prince, 
how do I compaffionate nim, who hath 
fo many fervants, and (alittle help. I 
will return to him, and let him have 
my heavenly mirrors of, fight. to affift_ 
him.” Accordingly I haitened to the 
monarch; I. reprefented to him the 
flate of things, the light whick. his 
minifters enjoyed, and their reafons for 
keeping him in the dark, Laftly, I 
offered him. my fpeétacles, and told 
the effect of them, But, oh! ye ims 
mortal, powers who, rule over Pine” 
whence, oh whence, could come this 
monarch’sinfatuation !—‘‘ No, fays he, 
I want them not; I will not have 
them ; if I am in a little diftrefs, I 
muft have a little patience, and my 
butler and my baker will help me out, 
The event fhewed the truth: they 
oy poor Amenophis into the Red- |

Thus ends this curious Oriental frag 
ment. * Itis a profitable leffon : for 
the Kings of the earth.” It is a juft 
picture of all the chief butlers and 
bakers upon the face of the, globe.

A fummary account of the Eaft India, 
Company, from its firft ehablifhment, 
to the prejent lime, 

ys great trading company was, 

firft eftablifhed in the Jatter end_ of. 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, and its 
privileges. have been, enlarged or con- 
firmed by.almoft every monarch fince. 

Its hares or fub‘{criptions were -origi- 

nally only sol. fterling, and its: capital, 

only 369,891). 58. but the direétorg 
having a confiderable dividend to.make 
in the reign of Charles the fecond, it 
was aster to join the profits to the 
capital,’ by ‘which the hares’ were 
doubled, and confequently each be- 
came of 1991. value, and the capital 
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739,721. xos. to which capital, if 
963,6491. (the profits of the Company 
to, the year 1685) be added, the whole 
ftock will amount to 1,703, 421. 

However, this Company, . having 
fuftained feveral loffés by the Dutch 
and the fubjeéts of the Great Mogul, 
was in a declining way at the Revo- 
Jution, when the war with France re- 
duced it fo low, that, it appearing 
fcarcely poffible to be fupported, a new 
one. was erected. 
forming, the new Eaft-India Company, 
received. their charter in, 1698, having, 
in confideration of the grant thereof, 
lent to the government two millions at 
eight per cent. per annum ; and pufh- 
ing thetr trade with vigour, they foon 
carried. on twice the. bufinefs that 
ever was done by the old Company : 
but after, the two Companies had fub- 
fifted a few. years in a feparate ftate, 
means were contrived to unite them, 
which was.effe&ted in 17¢2, when a 
new charter was granted them, under 
the title of ‘* The.United Company of 
Merchants trading to the Ealt-Indies,”* 

To the two millions, advanced, by 
the new Company, the United Com- 
pany,.in the 6th of Queen Anne, lent 
the goyernment 1,200,000]. 
made the whole Joan. amount to 
3,200,0c0]. A further fum was alfo 
Jent by the Company in 1733, ona 
renewal of their charter, thé intereft 
of, which is reduced to three per. cent. 
and. hence called, “* The India-three 
per cent, Annuities,” 

As to the management of this United 
Company, all perfons, without excep- 


tion, natives and foreigners, men and- 


women, are admitted members of it, 
and _sool, in the ftock of the Company, 
till lately, (being now roogl.) gave 
the owner a vote.in their General 
Courts, which are either called at the, 
fpecial requeft of nine Proprietars, or 
at the defire,of the Directors, by.a late 
yote, the Iatter being obliged to con- 
fult the whole of the, Proprietors on 
every material quefivee which relates 
to. the concern of the Company. The 
Directors are 24. in number, including 
the Chairman and Deputy-Chairman, 
who are now elegted by jixes,, which 
makes it impoffible to change the whole 
of the body in lefs than four years, 
The Chaisman has a falary of 200l. a 
year, and each of the Directors 1 gal. 
The meetings of the Direftors (or, ag 
they are called, Courts) are to be held 
at leaft once a week, but are.common- 
Wy oftener, as occafion, requires, 


The merchants- 


which, 
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Out of the body of the Dire&ors 
are. chofen feveral' committees, who 
have the peculiar infpeétion’ of’ cer- 
tain branches of the Company’s bufi- 
nefs; as, the Committee of Correfpon- 
dence, the Committee of Buying, the 
Committee of Treafury, the Houfe 
Committee, a Committee of Ware- 
houfes, a Committee of Shipping, a 
Committee of Accompts, 2 Committee 
of. Law- Suits, and a Committee ‘to 
prevent the growth’ of private trade ; 
all thefe have under them: a Secretary, 
Cafhier, Clerks, Warehoule- keepers, 


&e. 

As to the ftock of this Company, it 
is quite of a different nature from 
others; for the proprietors of fliares, 
inftead of ‘receiving a regular, fixed’ 
annuity, have a dividend of the pro= 
fits arifing from. the Company's trade; 
which, as itis more valuable, thefe’ 
fliares generally fell at°a price much 
above the original value ; but, by a late 
a&t of ‘parliament, thefe dividends are 
fixed to fix per cent. for a number of 
years, let the profits of the Company 
be what they will.’ “Fhefame act like- 
wife empowers adminiftration to bea 
certain /barer in the profits, as well as 
comptroller in the management: of their 
affairs ; which, inall probability, will 
in time (and perhaps not very far re~ 
moved)-be the means of transferring 
the wealth and‘ power of the greateft’ 
trading Company in the world into the 
hands of: goveinment, Sic” tranft

GInce my laft, (p.555-) in proof’that 
the Zodiac of the Bramins is of no 
higher antiquity among them than the 
timés of the Romans, T’have met with: 
an. unexpected coniirmation of “it ina 
Memoir of M. le Gentil, concerning 
the Aftronomy of the Bramins, read 
before the Academy of Sciences at Paris, 
the arft of April, 1773. He fays, 
«* The Bramins agree, that there: was’ 
a reformation made in the ftate of 
aftronomy, among them, during the 
reign of a King whom, they call 
SALIVAGANAM. This Prince was 
much devoted to the fcience. of aftro- 
nomy ; whence it became fuch a fa- 
vourite ftudy in his reign, that the 
epoch of Salivaganam is as famous. in 
India among the Bramins, as that of 
Nabonaffir was among the Chaldeans < 
and, according to the account which 
the mode:n Braming give, there were 
7691 years fince the death of Saliva- 
geen 
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ganam to the year of Chrift 1769; 
fo that his death falls in the 78th year 
of Chrift; fince which time they have 
made no greater progrefs in the icience, 
yet they think that theinquiries we make 
of them concerning this fubjeé are the 
effe&t.of our ignorance in Europe, and 
that we come to them to be inftruSted. 
Their method of calculation is without 
pen or pencil, being performed b 
coree fhells placed an sibie which, 
however, they manage with fingular 
addrefs and celeritty; may, they are 
fearce ever miftaken in their work, 
Their rules of aftronomic calculations 
are in verfe, and got by heart; fo that 
they require neither tables nor pre- 
cepts: they recite thefe verfes as they 
proceed, and thus calculate eclipfes of 
the fun and moon with great expedition 
and accuracy.” 

The above proof, that the know- 
ledge of the Zodiac may have been 
one of the improvements made in the 
reign of Salivaganam, and therefore 
during the empire of the Romans in 
Afia, is merely of an hiftoric nature, 
depending upon the traditions of the 
Bramins ; but there remains another 
of a lefs doubtful nature, as will ap- 
pear from the fubfequent farther ac- 
count of Mr, Gentil. 

«* What I have been able to learn 
concerning the aftronemy of the Bra- 
mins, may be reduced to five principal 

ints:—The ufe of the gnomon; 
the length of the year ; the preceffion 
of the equinoxes; the divifion of the 
heavens into two different Zodiacs, 
one of. s2 figns, and another of 27 
conftellations, totally different from 
the common conftellations of the other 
Zodiac; the one of which Zodiacs is 
fixed, and the other moveable. The 
ufe of the gnomon is very ancient in 
the Eaft; Herodotus. mentions, that 
the Greeks received it from. the Chal- 
deans; Polum et gnomonem et duodecim 
diei partes a Babyloniis Greci didice- 
runt; Lib. 2. but he does notinform 
us how they applied it to ufe: znd 
although all the world now knows the 
nature and ufes. of a gnomon, yet 
there are fome circumftances in the 
manner of its application by the Bra- 
mins worthy of our curiofity, as it may 
give us fome idea of the manner in 
which it was employed by the ancient 
Chaldeans: for although much of the 
Indian aftronomy might take its rife in 
the reign of Salivaganam, yet this and 
other articles will thew, that the foun- 
dations of it are of much higher anti- 
guity, and probably derived from the 
ancient Bracmanni and Chaldeans.” 


** The year of the Bramins is folar, 
confifting, of 365 days, and as many 
of their hours and minutes as are equal 
to & of eur hours, 12 minutes, and 
30 feconds ; which may. be called their 
fideral year; but becavfe the ftars ad- 
vance, according to them, 54” every 
year from Weft to Eaft, and fuppofing 
(as they do) the daily motion of the 
fun to be one degree, therefore 21° 
36% muft be deduéted, in orderto have 
what may be called their equinoétial 
year of 365 days, ¢ hours, 504 54”. 
Now, this Jength of their year is only 
2’ greater than what modern European 
aftronomers have by their obfervations 
determined ; but it is lefs by 4’ $ than 
Hipparchus fuppofed the folar year to 
be, which was adopted by Ptolemy. 
It is evident, then, that this know- 
ledge was derived from a different 
fource, and probably is a reli& of the 
Chaldean aftranomy.” 

** The Bramins divide paft time inte 
four ages, each of great extent, de- 
termined, however, in exact numbers. 


. All travellers have been apt to confider 


the duration which they affign to each 


-age as nothing more than whimfy and 


fable ; but, when I perceived that the 
Bramins allowed 54” per ann. for the 
preceffion of the equinoxes, I fufpeéted 
that the number of years affigned to 
each age were fome certain number of 
revolutions of the equinoétial points : 
accordingly I found, in faé, that each 
age was an altronomic period fo formed 
as I had fuppofed; for, on fuppofition 
that the preceffion of the equinoxes is 
54! per ann. the whole revolution of 
the heavens will be in 24,000 years : 
now, the number of years affigned to 
€ach age are all divifible by 24,000, 
which the. Bramins ccnfider as their 
annus magnus; and, befides this, they 
have another great year confifting of 
3600, and another of 60 years, which 
Jaft is in chief ufe among them in fix« 
ing hifloric events ; but all thefe periods 
are again formed in the fame mariner ; 
for 54” per ann. will amount to 54’ in 
60 years, and to 54° in 3600. ‘This, 
then, is the principle from which thefe 
feveral cycles and periods have been 
derived ; therefore the whole, in like 
manner, had probably its origin from 
the Chaldeans; who alfo employed 
thefe very fame periods of 60 and 
3600 years, as we know from fome— 
fragments of Berofus, the Babylonian 
hiftorian, who lived three centuries be- 
fore Chrift. The fame period of 60, 
and another of 600, are alfo cited br 
Jofephus, and highly commende# Sy 
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Dominic Caffini ; and have this parti- 
cular property, that they divide, with- 
out any fraction, the great year of 
24,000; therefore the period of 60, 
and that of 600 years, mentioned by 
Jofephus, -are alfo pcrtions of this 
annus magnus of 24,000; aud the 
modern Bramins (without knowing it 
perhaps) employ the annus magnus of 
the Chaldeans of 600 years. Hence 
we may reafonably. prefume, that thefe 
were not difcoveries peculiar to the 
Bramins, but derived from the fame 
pos a with the Chaldean aftronomy, 
and of the higheft antiquity: we may 
prefume alo, that the intire revolution 
of the heavens, by the preceffion of 
the equinoxes, was known to the Chal- 
deans, and determined by them to be 
54" per ann. for all thefe periods have 
too regular a connegtion with each 
other to be the mere effect of chance. 
The Bramins, and they alone, may 
have preferved thefe remains of the 
progcefs which the Chaldeans had made 
in altronomy ; but, being very cautious 
of communicating their knowledge to 
ethers, it is not wonderful that fuch 
precious aftronomic. fecrets never mi- 
grated beyond thofe of their own 
clafles, and were unknown to Hippar- 
chus, Ptolemy, and other Greeks. But 
whether they are of fo high antiquity 
or not, as to be derived from the Chal- 
deans, yet, it feems certain, they are 
more ancient than the firft century of 
Chriftianity, and reign of Salivaganam, 
as well from the tradition of the Bra- 
nrins, as from the nature of the know- 
ledge itfelf; which feems to be of a 
- fuperior kind to-the ftate of learning 
among them ever fince. This precef- 
fion of the equiffoxes, 54” per ann. 
which is the foundation of all the periods 
and ages, thefe fages of India could 
have {carce arrived at from any obfer- 
vations of their own ; which, in fact, 
they never make; not now, at leaft, 
whatever they may have done formerly: 
nor could they have derived it, in the 
age of Salivaganam, from the Greeks ; 
for Hipparchus, 128 years before Chrift, 
had proceeded no farthér than juft to 
fufpeét fuch a preceffion ; and it comes 
nearer to the obfervations of modern 
aftronomers, than the fuppofition of 
Ptolemy three centuries atter Hippar- 
chus; and therefore, after the time of 
Saran te Prolemy fuppofed this 
preceflion to be one degree in 100 
years ; whereas tl.e Bramins make it 
to be .one degree in 66 years and 8 
months ; and the moderns have found 
it, by their obfervations, to te nearly 
ene degree in 70 years.” 
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*¢ The Bramins, moreover, have 
knowledge of a Zodiac, which feems, 
alfo, in like manner, pecvliar to them- 
felves, and probably derived from the 
fame Chaldean fource; they call it 
Sodi Mandalam, (i. ¢. circle of favs) 
from Mandalam, circle, and Sodi, ftars. 
They admit, indeed, of two Zodiacs, 
one fixed, and the other moveable : 
the longitude of the fun and moon 
they always reckon fromthe firft point 
of the moyeable Zodiac. ‘They divide 
thefe Zodiacs into rz figns; but th 
divide them alfo into 27 parts, whic 
they call conftellations, or places of 
the moon in the 12 figns, ‘Thefe <7 
conftellations are marked in the hea- 
vens by affemblages of ftars peculiar 
to themfelves, which is one of the moft 
curious parts of their aftronomy. I 
affed feveral nights to trace them out, 
Bat iil health cbliged me to leave the 
work unfinifhed. Many of them in- 


- elude more, ftars than our Zodiac, and 


the figures of them badly traced out. 

I queftion whether there be any thing 

more ancient than this diftribution into 

27 conftellations, which is alfo, pro- 

bably, of Chaldaic origin; and the 

divilion of the Zodiac into 12 figus 

Seems to be of later date.” 

It does not clearly appear, whether 
M. Gentil means, by the laft words, 
that the firft invention of the Zodiac 
now in -yfe was of later date than that 
of the 27 conftellations among the 
Bramins, or whether only that it was 
of later date in refpeét to its being 
ufed by and introduced among the 
Bramins ; but, whichever be his mean- 
ing, the former fenfe fhews, almoft 
equally with the latter, that our com- 
mon Zodiac is not an effential and 
original part of their ie of aftro- 
nomy, but only fupera to their 
more ancient Zodiac ; confequently, it 
might be added either before the time 
of Salivaganam, or in his reign ; 
which latter I have fhewn to be the 
moft probable. 

‘¢ Upon the whole, (fays M. Gentil) 
among the Bramins, there are more 
evident traces of the antiquity of aftro- 
nomy, than in any nation, much more 
than among the Chinefe.”*

He would have us intoxicate people 
with opium, in order to obferve, in 
their dreams, the fprings of the. human 
underftanding. 

He propofes the digging a large hole, 
to penetrate to. the centre of the earth. 

He would have the fick befmeared 
with refin, and their fleth pierced 
with long needles, well contrived ; fo 
that the phyfician thall not-be paid, if 
the patient be not cured. 

He pretends, that.men might ftill 
live eight or nine hundred years, if 
they were preferved by the fame 
method that prevents eggs from being 
hatched. The maturity of man, he 
fays, is not the age of manhood: it 
is death. This point of maturity needs 
only be retarded. 

Laftly, he affures us, that it is 
as eafy to fee the future as the palt ; 
that predictions are of the fame nature 
as memory; thatevery one may pro- 
phefy ; that this depends only on 
a greater degree of a€tivity in the 
mind, ag@dthat we have nothing to do 
but to exalt our fouls. 

All his book is filled, from one end 
tothe other, with ideas of this ftamp. 
Be nomore, therefore, furprifed at any 
thing. He was at work on his book 
when he perfecuted yon ; and I Can 
tell you, Sir, when he tormented me 
too, in another manner, the fame fpirit 
infpired his work and his condué. 

All this is unknown to thofe, who, 
charged with great affairs, occupied 
with the governmentof ftates, and the 
duty of rendering men happy, cannot 
Jook down on quarrels and on woiks 
like thefe. But as for me, who am 
only a man-of letters,—me, who have 
always preferred this title to all,—me, 
whofe employment it ‘has been, fer

" A Britisu fquadron, conlifting of 
twenty - four fhips of the line 
and fix frigates, befides: bomb-veflels, 
fire-fhips, tenders, &c. lay at a little 
diftance from Dalleroen, commanded 
_- by Sir John Norris, and two other in- 
ferior admirals. The King, Queen, 
and all the noblefle of Sweden, were 
invited to dine on board this fleet, and 
a good many Britifh gentlemen were 
difperfed among the different fhips, to 
entertain the company, becaufe few of 
the captains could {peak any other 
Janguage than their own ; and my fta- 
tion was on board the Hampton-court, 
Captain Piercy ; who, though not the 
moft polite gentleman in the world, was 
a worthy.man, a gallant officer, and, 
as he told me, the real male heir of 
the Northumberland family. All the 
barges of the fleet, with their crews in 
white fhirts, ribbons, and black caps, 
Jay at Count Falconberg’s houfe, where

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veryone took water. Their Ma-. 
jetties, Lord Carteret, dnd Sir John 
Norris, embarked in Sir John’s barges 
and his Vaptain fteered the boat as 
cock{wain,while their retinue went imo 
the other barges, according to their 
feveral degrees of quality.

He af- 
fures us that low rollers have been ufed

that low are preferable to high rollers 
which is the point he ought to prove. 
I perceive, too, that he has mifunder- 
ftood me in feveral places, one of which 
I mutt ftop to fet him right in, becaufe 
it feems to fix 2 fundamental error upon 
me, notwithftanding we pretty well a- 
‘gree on that part of the fubjett, viz. I 
aid, that the fame weight, fipported 
‘ona broad bafe, or on a point, when 
drawn along a plane, would occafion 
‘the fame frifion. In oppofition to this 
Mr. Sharpe quotes Dr. Defaguliers, 
‘and allows, that “ frifion arifes from 
the weight that prefes the parts toge- 
Sher, and not from the number of parts 
that touch,” - Now, if the number of 
s that touch make no alteration in 

the friction, the friction of a point muft 
be the fame as a broad bale; otherwife 
the Doétor is ‘wrong as well as I. The 
~ sruth of the’ matter is, in expetiments 
of this kind a fameneis of circum({tance 
muft be underftood. If the furface o- 
ver which this weight is drawn’ be fo 
foft as to admit the weight tg make a 
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very deep impreffion, the angle of 
draught will be altered thereby, and 
confequently the requifite famenefs de- 
ftroyed.—Iron is undoubtedly-heavier — 
than water, and will fink therein, but 
it ray be'fptead fo thin as to fwim. 
Fn-fhort, there: is no other difference 
“between the Do&tor and me than that he 
has expreft himfelf better. 
‘- To return, I’gratt the idea of con- 
ftruéting out ‘carriagés of burthen, fo 
that they fhall have a tendency to im- 
‘prove rather than impair the roads, is a 
d one; bet I think it not practica-

therefore again confider the four ‘pro- 
pofitions in favour of low wheels, viz. 

1. They are lighter.—This, upon the 
credit of what Mr. Sharpe has faid, I 
will take for granted : but ‘perhaps the 

“fequel may thew there is little advan- 
‘tage derived from that ‘citcumftance. 

“a. They have lefs frition.—This, as 
faid before, appeais to me a miftake. 

' 4. Theyepafs-over obRacles better. 
This, too, muft be an error. 

4. The animals can apply more force. 
—This was granted, in part, at firtt ; 
but I faid then, and thall attempt ‘to 
prove, there is more loft than’ gained 
thereby. ‘ 

This premifed, [ fall now purfue 
the 'fubject in the method above hinted. 

Syftematic writers on mechanics have 
generally founded their difconrfes tip- 
‘on a ‘fuppofition that there are fix me- 
chanical powers, that is, as I under- 
ftand'it, fix different principles where- 
by power may be'gained, viz. the lever, 

_whieel and axle, pulley, inclined plane, 
wedge, and fcrew.—1 dare not take up- 
‘on me to fay this is erroneous ; ‘becaufe 
‘feveral of ‘thofe writers feem to have 
‘een ‘greatly my fuperiors in dhder- 
ftanding : but I hope it will not be 
deemed arrogance in me to acknow- 
dedge 1 never could reconcile their 
realonings to this poftulatum. It .ap- 
‘pears to: me as if there were ‘but three 
mechanical powérs or principles, viz, 
the lever, the’ inelinéd plane, ‘and the 
roller,.—By the firft we gain power ab- 
folutely— by the fecond we apply the. 
ower we have to the beft advanrage— 
y the third we remove the obftacles 
that refilt the power applied. 

The fimple lever is any long ftraight 
bar or handfpike, when ‘ufed by means 
of a prop, fulcrum, or centre of mo- 
tion: but in its application to machi- 
nery it takes upon itfelf various forms, 
as the crank, wheel and axle, &c. The 
laft-mentioned form: may, with fome 

Propriety, 





propriety, be called ¢ perpetual lever, 
or, fo diftinguith it-from what follows, 
the wheel of communication, 
The inclined plane, or rather planes, 
I believe, has but one variation from 
its orginal form the wedge; that is, 
when it is lap’d fpixally round a cy- 
linder; and it is thea called a frew- 
The roller is any hard round body, 
whether {phere or cylinder, . which is 
applied as a medium between a moving 
body and the furface: it moves upon, 
The iphere is ufed in circular motions, 
thé cylinder in fteaight-lin’d gnes, the 
one of enquiry naw before us. By 
this principle no power is really gained: 
it only takes off fri€tion, the grand ob- 
ftacle'to all'kinds of motion ; and this 
“# very near effe€tually does, when ufed 
in its primitive Rate, that is, when the 
body moyed, and the fpace over whic 
it paffes, both come in contact wi 
the circumference only of the roller.-- 
But when any ponderous bady is.to he 
moved to a great diftance, it would be 
very inconvenient (as rollers thus ufed 
are sosuitably left behind) to be always 
taking them from thence, and replacing 
them in front: therefore, it being a 
well known fagt, that all Pachon he: 
dies mu have an axis or central line 
which does not move at ail, it was con~ 
trived to feparate.this from the roller, 
and fix it to the body moved ;_by which 
means the roller is carried withit. But, 
as this immoveable centre of the roller 
is a mere mathematical line, without 
any thicknefs, and pivots, gudgeons, 
or axle-trees require thicknele equal to 
the weight they are to carry, it fol- 
lows, that by this contrivance we Jofe 
as great'a proportion of the effeét of a 
roller as the diameter of the axle beats 
tc che diameter of the roller, or wheel; 
for, when a goller is thus ufed, I would 
call it the perpetual roller or wheel of 
paffage, to diftinguith it from the per- 
petual lever or wheel of communication 
above defcribed, _ 
The reafon of this long digreffion 
upon mechanical powers being intro~ 
duced here, is, in order to adjuft fome 
confufien of ideas which Mr. Sharpe 
feems to have fallen into. He feveral 
times mentions carriage-wheels as be- 
ing “ levers leffening friétion,” yet 
afterwards fays, “‘ @ wheel thenis pro- 
erly a mechanical power, whenever 
the force is applied to the extremity, as 
in mills, Gc. becaufe the moving power 
paffes thro? more [pace than the moved; 
byt this cannot, furely, be Jaid of acar- 
riage- wheel, Gee" From whence & 
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fuppofe he would infer, as I do, that 
carriage-wheels, by that mode of rea- 
foning, are not mechanical powers ; 
yet he himfelf calls them levers; and 
all mechanical writers have very jultly 
deemed the wheel and axle a mechanic 
wer. But if we adopt the fytem (if 
may fo call it) above laid down, and 
call the circular combination of levers 
(which all mill and clock whee, Sco. 
certainly are) the perpetual lever 
wheel of Cpnumbnieiea: and dittine 
uith the carriage- wheel by the appef- 
eek of wheel of pailage, or perpe 
roller, under which, denomination jt 
roperly falls; all confulion will then 
be avoided: both will appear to be me- 
chanical powers, though of difftrent 
fpecies, and to be accounted for fome~ 
what differently. ; 
Indeed, I am inclined to think the a- 
bove little ketch of mechanical], ar- 
rangement has fome foundation in 
truth ; for the very ingenious and fen- 
fible Mr, Fergulon, in his Analyfis of 
his Leétures, through following the o- 
ther track, has flid imperceptibly inta 
a palpable abfurdity. He fays, there 
are fix machines whereby power is 
gained, called mechanical powers, viz. 
the leyer, wheel and axle, pulley, &&¢. 
yet he afterwards fays, “ the fingle - 
pulley only changés*the direstion of 
power, it gives no. mechanical advan- 
tage; which, in the, fenfe he means, 
is truth; but then. I fay, if-a fingle 
pulley gives no advantage, neither can 
acombination of them give any; for 
ever fo many cyphers cannot make one 
unit. Yet that gentleman's le&tures, 
for. perfpicuity and real utility, ate not, 
I believe, excelled, if equalled by any; 
I fincerely with his ingenuity and la- 
bour may meet with the reward th 
merit ; and haye fingled him from the 
‘reft only ag one whofe accuracy might 
be moft likely to have helped us over 
the difficulty occafioned by ri? 
lje

tingtion, The pulley is undoubtedly 
a wheel and axle, and therefore one or. 
the other shight have‘ been left out of 
the number; and truly I'think both; 
they being compound, not fimple ma- 
chines, which all principles ought to 


Ce 

According to the foregoing defini- 
tion, carriage-wheels may, without de- 
triment to Mr. Sharpe’s arguments, be 
called perpetual rollers: and a little 
confideration will, I think, make it 
plain, that no ge is gained by thefe 
contsivances j for the whegl does n: 
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move the carriage, but the carriage the 
wheel; whereas, in all machines where 
power or velocity is gained by wheels, 
the wheels are firft moved, and then the 
weight or body to which they are ap- 
plied, as in mils, &c. 

We will, then, take it for granted, 
that wheels (on a perfeé plane that is 
hard enough to refit their preflure) 
‘give no other advantage than the quan- 
tity. of fri€tion they take off. And as 
this effeft is proved (fee Fergufon’s 
Avnalyfis) to be in exa& proportion of 
the diameter of the axis to the diame- 
ter of the wheel, it follows, that the 
‘experiments I propofed were proper, 
and the deduétions I made were. juft. 
But Mr. Sharpe endeavours to obviate 
‘them, by informing, that his axles are 
but half the diameter I propofed. And 
‘this certainly does remove part, but not 
all the obje&tion ; for any one, the leaft 
acquainted with calculation, will rea- 
dily perceive there ftill remains one 
third in favour of high wheels; a fu- 
‘periority not to be overlooked. With 
‘refpeét to the fteeling and cafeharden- 
ing he mentions, as the fame medium, 
‘viz. cart-greafe, muft be ufed to both, 
‘there will be no difference in the fric- 
fion on that account: in the wear I 
grant there will; and fo there had 
need; otherwife fuch {mall axles, with 
fo much additional friction, would foon 
‘be worn through. 
¥ cannot therefore but be greatly 


Surprifed that Mr, Sharpe fhovld fay 


"* that frition at the centre is very lit- 
tle, if any, increafed by making three 
‘vevolutions inflead of one; he might 
as well have faid, there is as much fric- 
tion produced in going one mile as in 


going three. The friétion being oc- 


cafioned folely by the revolution of the 


wheels round the axles they fupport, 


no one need be told that three revoiu- 
tions muft have the friction of one 1e- 
volution three times repeated. To 
what purpofe, then, was it to introduce 


‘the filk-winders bobbins? No other 


confequence can be drawn from that 
machine than this, the bobbins are fo 
light, and the fpindles they turn upon 


fo fmall,. that the friétion of their very 


rapid motion is not equal to the ftrength 
ef achild’s arm; which no ways af- 


* feéts the fubjeét we are upon. 


It may not be improper here to no- 
tice two other very capital miftakes 
Mr. Sharpe feems to have inadvertent- 
ly fallen into, notwithftanding the ex- 

riments hinted at; he advances, that 
carriages have more friction in propor. 
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tion to the weight of their wheels ; and < 
that the wheeis of any carriage area 
part of the load the horfes have todraw. 
The firft is, I think, felf-evidenily 
wrong; for. the fri&tion is occafioned 
folely by the preffure of the carriage on 
the wheels during the motion. Now, 
that the weight of the wheels can add 
nothing to the preffure of the carriage 
on themfelves, tho’ they do to the pref- 
fure of the whole on the ground, is 
furely as plain as that the table a bot- 
tle of wine ftands upon adds nothing 
to the weight of the liquor, tho* the 
bottle and contents certainly. do to the 
weight of the table. 

The other propofition T mean to ftart 
here, that the weight of wheels occas 
fioned by their height-adds little or no- 
thing. to the load the horfes have to 
draw, tho’ not felf-evident like the for- 
mer, is, I think, no lefs demonftrable. 
In order thereto, we muft confider that 
all inert-matter is equally indifferent to 
motion or reft. A body at reft requires 
an effort proportioned to its gravity 


-and furrounding refiftances to put it in 


motion ; and, when in motion, requires 
juft the fame power to réduce it toa 
ftate of reft again. -This property in 
‘matter, being different from gravity, 
tho’ proportioned thereto, philofophers 
‘call Vis Inertiz, And hence-flow the 
following confequences; that matter, 
once in motion, would continue to 
‘move for ever, if not refifted; and that, 
the vis inertie and furrounding refift- 
ances once overcome, it requires not 
more force to continue the motion com- 
municated than is equal to the refift- 
ances only : wherefore, as high heavy 
wheels have lefs fri€tion on the axis, 
and the refiftance at the circumference 
is likewife lefs, there remains nothing 
but the vis inertiz, which, when once 
overcome, is no longer an impediment 

(and that it eafily is, on account of the 
equilibrium they are in) ; confequent- 
ly, upon the whole, they are little ad- 
dition, perhaps none, to the lead the 
horfes have todraw. Q.E.D. 

- But as the ftrongeft and plaineft ar- 
-guments have not the force of experi- 
ence, I will adduce two faé&s that are 
pretty generally well known and un- 
derftood. ‘ Retail maltfters and fome 
cornchandlers have querns or hand- 
mills to grind their corn, that turn 


“with a winch; but the force required 


to ufe them thus fimple, if any thing 
of a fize, is more than any human arm 
is equal to for a continuance: to re- 
medy this, a large heavy wheel or fly 
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is ufually added to them ; and. by this 
additional weight, fimply, more work 
may be done, in lefs time, and’ with 
more eafe.— Analogous to this, if any 
one will, pleafe to obferve one of our 
high, broad- wheel waggéns when ftand- 
ing fill on plain firm ground, he will 
find, when the waggoner firft bids the 
horfes move, that every one exerts him- 
felf fmartly, till the load bas got fully 
into motion; after which they go on 
with eafe,.almoft as if no load were 
behind them. On the contrary, when. 
the dejver bids them flop, the wa > 
will continue to move fome little time 
after every horfe has ceafed to pull ; 
and this laft effe& will be more con- 
{picuous in proportion to the’ height 
(and confequently. weight) of the 
wheels: but the firft refiftance will not 
be increafed' in the fame proportion ; 
becaufe circular motions round a centre 
of gravity do not fo much counteraét 
the vis inertize of matter as Araight-lin’d 
ones do. 

The next circumftance to he confi- 
dered in this difcuffion is, the belt mode 
of applying power to wheel carriages. 
if we were to afk a boy, who was a- 
bout to ftrike a ball over a certain 
boundary, whether he had -beft ftrike 
the blow m an angleto the right or to the 


left of the boundary, he would doubt- 
‘lefs anfwer neither, but in a direét line 
towards the mark the bal! was intend- 


ed to pafs. Juft as clear I think itis, 
what angle the line of draught fhould” 
make with the carriage to which itis 
appiied.—But, as Mr. Sharpe has ven- 
tured to fuggeft, that an elevated an- 
gle, which he fays is only attainable 
by low wheels, is a circumftance to be 
wifhed for, and I have undertaken to 
controvert his opinions, where they 
¢lath with my idea of mechanical rec- 
titude, I am thereby under a neceffity 
of endeavouting to elucidate what I 
think a felf-evident propofition. This 
is a tafk I could with to avoid, as well 
becaufe it is difficult to execute, as be 
caufe it is not eafy to doit witho . 
feeming to think more lightly. of one’s 
opponent than I would with to do of a 
gentleman, that, it is evident, does not 
want for underftarding; and who, I 
hope, has no view to private emolu- 
ment that is-inconfiflent with public 
good.—But I have entered the lift, and 
-. cannot well recede, Let us, therefore, 
fuppofe one of thefe two- feet fixteen- 
joch rollers placed at one end (and in 
the middle, with refpe& to the fides) of 
a Jong floor, which is perfeétly {mooth - 
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and horizontal ; let this roller have an 
axis fixed to it, whofe ends projeé be- 
yond the fides in fmall pivots or gud- 
geons; let it be required to draw this 
roller by a rope Jooped over the pivots, 
with the leaft poffible force, in a dire& 
line to the other end of the floor. In 
this cafe, it is evident, all tranfverfe 
application muft be fruitiefs. We will, 
therefore, place-a-pulley perpendicu- 
larly over he roller, pafs the rope over 
it, and apply weight.to the other end; 
the confequence will be, after fufficient 


weight applied, the roller will be difted 


from, the floor, but not one jot will it 
approach the deftined place. What 
then muft we do? To apply force 
downwards will have the contrary ¢f- 
feét.—Reafon points out, and experi- 
ment proves,-that a medium between 
the two is the fought. for place of ap- 
plication. The only moft advantage - 
ous ‘application of force is in a line it 
right angles with a perpendicular let 
fall from the axis to the plane of pro- 
greflion; or, in other words, in a line 
drawn from the centre of motion paral - 
Jel to the plane the roller moves on. 
And Mr. Sharpe may readily prove to 
himfelf, by the experiments he is qua- 
lified to make, that, in proportion as 
the angle is varied, either upwards or 
downwards, fo much of the power will 
be loft; and as this is the cafe with a 


. fingle roller, fo will it be with more of 
. them when fupporting a waggon. This 


of courfe fets afide all the advantage he 
boafts from an elevated angle of 
draught, and gives the pre-eminence 
to a horizontal pofition. 

I am well aware, there will be ob- 
jected to this the uneven furface of the 


‘roads, and the fuppofed advantage of 


the horfes pofition; ‘but thefe things 
are purpofely waved here, thinking it 
fufficient to have thus far proved what 
ig advanced, and intending, if the 
Printer will give me leave, and I can 
find leifure, to purfue the fubje& fur- 
ther at a future opportunity, when the 
various contingencies of roads, &c. 
fhall be taken into confideration’: all 
that has hitherto been laid down being 
on the — of a horizontal plane;

An Epitome of the Vorace round 
the WoRuD by Lieutenant Cook, 
accompanied by Mr. Banks, and 
Dr.Solander. Continued from p. 596- 

THE indignity offered to Tootahab, 

as mentioned in our former, was 
refented not only by the people in ge- 
neral, but by Mr, Banks's triend Tu- 
bourai Tamaide, who with difficulty 
was prevailed upon to fpare a few bal- 
kets of bread-fruit for a prefent fup- 
ply. It therefore became abfolutely 
neceffary toappeafe the offended regent, 
in order to procure provifions, as none - 
were now to be purchafed at any 
price, : 
For this purpofe the Captain, Mr. 

Banks, Dr. Solander, and the piinci- 

pal officers belonging to the: thip, 

thought it advifeable to make a vifit in_ 
form to Tootahah, previous to which 

they fent a mefflenger to acquaint him 

with their defign, who was very hofpi- 

tably received. He was then. at his 

houfé at Eparre, about four, miles from 

the tents ;* and, when the ftrangers ar- 

rived, he was fitting with his nobles 
about him under a tree, 

_ The manner of their reception put 

themin mind of the fimplicity of’ the 

fit ages,of the world, when the vene- 
rable patriarchs, of whom we read, 1¢- 


ceived their guefts under the shady 
branches of the Spreading fycamore. 
He rofe to receive theni,and he chewed, 
by the joy expreffed in his.countenance, 
that he thought the infult offered him by 
the inferior officers, was more than a- 
toned for by;the condefcenfion of their 
fuperiors. After the ufual falutations 
had paffed, he gave them tounderftand, 
that a eva (the common name for 
every kind of public diverfion). was 
prepared for their entertainment, and 
that the performers wert ready to be- 
in, This was.a wreftling. match, not 
unlike that de(cribed by LuciaN,asa 
part of the Olympic games. It was, 
however, very ralically exhibited, and 
differed in nothing from the wreftling. 
matches at our wakes,except in the tem- 
per with which it was concluded. The 
combatants parted with’the fame good 
humour with which-they engaged, and 
the company expreffed their fatisfaétion 

by laugnter and loud acclamations. 
After the {ports were aver, Toota- 
hah ordered. a. dinnery.which he, had 
provided, to be fent on board the ship, 
and he accompanied the ftrangers back, 
that his people might. be witnefles 10 

the reconciliation of their chief, 

This bad the defred effe& : provi- 
fions were brought to market again as 
ulual ; 
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ufval ; but, as the confumption had for 
fome time paft been great, the quan- 
tity began proportionably to abate, and 
the price to increafe. Nails alone were 
the current coin ; and beads and bu- 
gies, which at the fit coming of the 
firangers would purchafe every thing 
but -hogs, were -now of very little 
value. ' 

After — had mutually been 
exctianged between Tootahah and the 
officers of the fhip,Oberea and Obadee, 
with Tupia, their prieft, came on board, 
and brought with them provifions of 
every kind the ifland afforded ; in fhort, 
all jealouly feemed to be Jaid afide on 
the part of the natives, and all fear 
from famine on that of the Englifh. 

On the oth of May, the forge was 
ere&ted at the fort, and the natives 
brought in the iron they had procured 
to be fafhioned into tools. Oberea 
brought a broken hatchet to be mend- 
ed, and iron enough to make another. 
In the firft the was gratified, but the 
complaifance of the Captain did not 
extend to: oblige ber with the latter. 
It is, therefore, not much to be. won- 
dered at, that a kind of coolnefs took 
place on her part, and an indifference 
on the part of the Englifh gentlemen. 
She depasted at night with her fol- 
lowers, and promifed to return-in a 
few days ; but forgot her engagement. 

On the s2th, they- were vilited by 
two ladies in a double canoe, who 
brought with them nine pieces of 
cloth, which, after fome unconimon 
ceremonies, in which the innocence of 
Eve was expreffed by the carelefs un- 
covering of her defcendants, were 
prefented to Mr. Banks. ~The ladies 
firft caufed the cloth to be fpread upon 
the ground, and ftepping upon it, one 
after another, turned themfelves deli- 
berately round three feveral times, with 
their’ garments gathered above the 


waift, and then retreating till it was- 


rolled up, advanced and. faluted the 
entleman to whom it was prefented. 

r. Banks returned their civilities with 
a becoming grace, and after a fhort flay 
they departed., 

On the 13th, Mr. Banks, having 
walked ont with his gun in the evening, 
was followed into the woods by Tu- 
bourai Tamuide, wlio fuddenly fnatch- 
ing his piece out of his hand,cocked it, 
and, preienting it in the air,endeavoured 
to fire it off; but it fortunately miffed 
fire. ‘This gave Mr. Banks another 
occafion of fhewing his difpleafure to 
his fiiend, who, in his turn, expreffed 


his refentment by removing with -his 
family from the neighbourheod of the 
fort, and haftening to the cou:t of 
Tootahah, whither it was thought ad- 
vifeable to follow him, to prevent the 
confequences of his complaints. ‘This 
was done with fo much celerivy, that 
he was perfuaded to return the fame 
night, and to fleep with his women in 
Mr, Banks's tent. Many of the chiefs 
of the Indians, being invited to attend 
divine fervice on Sunday the 19th of 
May, behaved with becoming reve- 
rence during the ceremony, but after 
it was over did not feem at all affected 
with the folemnity with which. it was 
performed. ‘The rites of Venus, in 
which the inhabitants of Otaheite are 
very early inftructed, was much more 
fervently attended to in the afternoon, 
than the new fervice was, they had been 
witnefles to in the morning: for, in 
the prefence of a numerous affembly of 
both fexes, men, children, maids and 
matrons, a youth fix feet high prepared 
a little girl ten years old for the parti. 
cipation of the Lucinian myfteries, af- 
ter the ufual time of probation, In 
this ceremony, Oberea and other ladies 
of the firit quality were the principal 
affiftants, who init: uéted the young no- 
viciate in fuch parts of her duty, as, 
from her tender years, the could not be 
fuppofed to be yet acquainted with. 

In a fecond vifit, which the Englith 
gentlemen made to Tootahah, in or- 
der to procure & fupply of hogs, their 
entertainment, though it was friendly, 
was yet attended with fome notable ad- 
ventures. They were obliged to take 
up their refidence within the verge of 
the’court for one night, during which 


-Mr. Banks was kindly invited to fleep 


with Oberea in her canoe, while the 
reft of the party were left to thift for 
themfelves, On his awaking about 
the dead of night, he fearched for his 
cloaths ; but no cloaths were.to be’ 
found. He alarmed Oberea, who, 
ftarting up, difcovered that he had not 
only lof bis cloaths, but his piftols, 
powder- horn, and whatever elfe hap- 
pened to be in his coat and waiftcoat 
pockets. He could not join in purluit 
of the thief, for want of apparel; and 
he could not alarm the gentlemen of 
his party, becaufe- he did not know 
where they were lodged. A ‘company 
of muficians that had been ordered to’ 
ferenade the ftrangers, had about this, 
time awakened the fleepers, and, as 
is ofual in that Country, had drawn a 
multitude about them. Moft of the 

sha haiti sats ftrangers 
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ftrangers were among the crowd, and 
M:. Banks, who had -been fupplied 
by Oberea with the cloaths of the 
country, made one among the number. 
He fonnd Capt. Cook and fome of his 
companions, who were all in the fame 
tale; each making his complaint to 
the other of the lots he had fuftained. 
‘Thus circumftanced, they made them- 
felves merry, and, when the concert 
was over, every, man returned to the 
quarters he had quitted. Dr. Solan- 
der was the only one who had loft no- 
thing, and who had lodged at a ham- 
let at a diflance from the palace, 
where the knavery of the courtier had 
not yet found its way to the cottage 
of the peafant. In vain did they at- 
tempt in the morning to recover their 
cloaths: they were complimented with 
hogs, but their cloaths were retained to 
pay the purchaie. In their way back 
they were diverted by a party of fwim- 
mers, the moft dexterous they ever be- 
beld: ina furff, in which no Euro- 
pean boat could have lived a moment, 
the Indians played their gambols with 
as.much unconcern, as if they had been 
in the calmeft fea. When a wave 
came rolling on to overwhelm them, 
they ‘initantly dived, and, when it was 
paft, came up on the other fide. This 
they repeated, till the frangers were 
tired with gazing at them; and their 
wonder was encreafed by the facility 
with which they managed the flern of 
an o!d canoe, which they pufhed and 
catched, and catched and retuned in 
the furff, with fuch amazing agility, 
that it appeared almok beyond the hu- 
anan powers to attain fo difficult an art. 

The day of obfervation now ap- 
proached, and all things being in rea- 
dinefs at Otaheite, Capt. Cook fent 
out parties to other fixuations, that, if 
the tranfit could not be feen in one 
place, it might have a chance of being 
vilible in another. 

- One party failed to the Eaftward for 

this purpofe, and another to the Weft- 
ward; in that to the Weftward were 
Mr. Banks, Dr. Solander, and many 
of the natives; in that to the Eatt- 
ward, Mr. H.cks, the-firft Lieutenant, 
and three or four other officers. 

The firft party pitched their tents on 
an ifland on the coalt of Imao, and 
were joined by the chiefs of the ifland 
immediately on their arrival, The 


night before the tranfit was fpent in 
anxiety; but the fun vifing. in rhe 
morning without a cloud, every heart 
was clated, and the obfervers were im- 
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patient till the critical moment ap- 
proached. In the mean time, Mr. 
Banks went afhore to receive the com- 
pliments of the chiefs, to procure pro- 
vifions, and.to return the accuftomed 
prefents. This don’, he returned to 
the obfervatory with the King of the 
~eountry, and three or four beautiful 
ladies, to whom he thewed the planct 
on the body of the jun, and endea- 
voured to make them underftand, that 
he and his companions had come from 
a far country on purpofe to fee it. 

The obfervation was made in the 
three different ftations with equal fucs 
cefs. They all faw an atmoiphere, or 
dutky cloud, round the body of the 
planet; but they differed from each 
other in the times of the contaéts: 
according to Mr. Green, who was ap- 
pointed by the R. S, for that pu:poie,

On the fifth of June, an antient lady 
happened to die, and on the 1oth the 
funeral ceremony wes to be performed 
onthe body. Mr. Banks was defirous 
of performing a part, and he was 
ftript, his body blacked, a cloth tied

_ round his waift, and his place affign- 


ed in the procefion, ‘The proceflion 
was lengthened to a confiderable dif- 
tance; in all which way every native 
fled before it as if from, an unclean 
thing. When the body was brought 
to the fepulchre, it was depofited on a 
frame of wood, under a kind of awn- 
ing, and near it was placed bread. 
fruit, fith, and other provifions, as an 
offering to the gods, and not, as has 
before been conj: &ured, as food for the 
fpirit in a feparate fate; yet a feparate 
ftate they muft believe in, or thur ro- 
tion of a deity would have no effeét. 
This done, the ceremony ended, and 
the company were difmiffed to wath 
themfelves in the river, and cloath 
themfelves as ufual, 

Tho’ no bows and arrows had yet 
becn feen among thefe people, yct bows 
and. arrows they had, and Tubourai 
Tamaide produced lis, and thot gn ar- 
row 274 yajds. 

Among 
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Among thefe people Mr. Banks, in 
his walks, fell in with a band of min- 
firels, not unfimilar to thofe defcribed 
by antient authors, whofe bufinefs it 
was to travel about the country, and ce- 
lebrate the pra.fes of heroic actions in 
fongs and choiufles. Thefe minfrels _ 
were rewarded by thofe whofe actions’ 
they celebrated. 

Before they quitted the ifland, fome 
petty thefts on the onc part, and fome 
provocations on the other, were well- 
nizh embroiling both fides in an open 
quirrel, - Some trifles that had been 
itolen, were not, upon the moft pe- 
yemptory requifition, reftored ; and the 
ftones of an inclofufe that furrounded 
a repofitory ofthe dead had been wan- 
tonly pulied down for bailafting the 
fhip. This prophanation was more 
violently refented by the natives than 
ail the indignities that had been hi- 
therto offered to their chiefs; and a 
meffenger was difpatched in form to 
the commanding officer, to infilt on 
their reftoration in terms the-molt ex- 

efs, As this infult was committed 
vaithout the Captain's knowledge, the 
grievance was foonredreiied: ani, as 
there was reafoh to think, that the 


’ things ftolen were caryied out of the 


afland, the tneft was-ovérlooked. 

- Among the prefents of provifions 
that had often been made by the chiefs, 
dogs were not unfiequently a part : and 
as fat dogs were among the delicacies 
‘in moft etteem among the natives, the 
Englith gentiemen determined to make 
‘tuial of one dreffed after the country 
manner: Tupia was both butcher 
‘and, cook, and after ‘four hours ba- 
"king in the manner already defcribed, 


‘gt was brought up to table, and highly 
‘ commended. Thele dogs are fuffered 


to eat no animal food, and-are fatted 
vith fruits of ‘the moft nourifhing 
kind. 


Before they took their depariure, a . 


vifit was made at the fort with greater 
form than apy ahey had yet received. 
A chief, accompani:d by a youth of 
deven years of age, and a beautiful lady 
of fixteen came down and demanded 
auaudence. The natives, at their ap- 
proach, uncovered themfelves to their 
waifts, and Oberea went forth to meet 
the chief, who received lier with a kind 
of diftant refpe&. The chief entered the 
fort; but no entreaty could prevail on 
the young lady to follow him: nor 
would the natives permit the youth to 
approach fasther than the gate; but 
Dr. Solande:, taking him by the hand, 
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led him in without being 


ceived 3 
yet, as foon as he was miffed, the peo- . 
ple appeared all in a ferment, and they 
could not be quieted till he was brought 


out to them, Thefe circumftances ex 
cited the curiofity of the Englifh to 
know the quality of their vifitors; who 


, were told, that the chief was Oamo, 


the hufband of Oberea, from whom 
fhe had been parted fome time; that 
the young lady and the youth were 


‘ their children; and that the youth was 


heir apparent to the fovereignty of the 
ifland, of which Tootahah was only 
the regent. 

While the crew were preparing to 
depart, the captain and Mr. Banks 
made the circuit of the ifland in the 
pinnice, with a view to take a fketch 
of it; and in their progrefs touched at 
the harbour where Bougainville an- 
chored ; and. converfed with the bro- 
ther of Outerou, who accompanied that 
navigator ta Europe. - See vol. \xlii. 
p. 107. 

They alfo paffled a diftri&, which 
feemed much better cultivated and im- 
proved than any they had yet feen; the 
brooks were every-where narrowed,and 
the edges of the banks faced with ftone: 
the fhore had alfo a facing of ftone 3 
and tho’ the houfes were few, the ca- 
noes were innumerable, and of a better 
cenftruétion than thofe of the difri& 
where the fhip lay. nis was on the 
eaftern divilion, tie ifland being pared 
in two like an hour glafs, and the ifth- 
mus in the middle fo na:row,: that the 
Indians frequently hauled-their canoes 
from one fide to the other, as inclina- 
tion or bufinefs happened to fuir. 

On the fouth-eaft end of ‘the ifland, 
they found in the pofeflion of a chief 
a guofe and a turkey-cock, left by the 
Dolphin, which the Indian had fed and 
made fo tame that they followed him 
about wherever he went. 

In their rout they were frequently 
obliged to land, as well to purchafe 
provifions as to fleep. On thefe occa- 
fions they.were generally hofpitably re- 
ceived, lsut it fometimes happened, that 
their repofe was inteirupted by the 
-knavery of filchers ; to obviate which, 
Mr. Banks, who always undreft be- 
fore he flept, judged it fafer to fend his 
cloaths on board the pinnace, than to 
truft to his own vigilance to fecure 
them. It happened one night, how- 
ever, that covering. himfeif with -his 
cloak, a chief that had. accompanied 
him (ome days, and had gained his con- 
fidence, exprefled a defure.to fleep >

der the fame kind of covering ; which 
was readily complied with ; but in the 
dead of night both the chief and the 
cloak wee miffing. The alarm wis 
given, and- Mr. Banks as ufual ftarted 
up, and thewed his piftol. The com- 
pany (which were numerous) were 
frighted ; purfuit was made, and the 
cloak recovered; but, what was their 
furprife, when in the morning they 
were told by the centry, that he had 
looked at the fhore, and no pinnace 
was to be feen! This was an affair of 
more ferious concern ; they were now 
only four in number, had but one muf- 
ket, a few piitols, and not a fecond 
charge of ball; in a remote part.of the 
ifland, and hacdly a poffibility of re- 
ceiving any fuccour, if the inhabitants 
were minded to fet upon and deftroy 
them. In this ftate of folicitude and 
confternation they repaired to the wa- 
ter fide, where they heard the clafhing 
of oars, but faw no pinnace. Un- 
knowing what courfe to take, they re- 
turned to the. houfe in which they had 
flzpt, and found it deferted by every 
human being. This increafed thetr 
fears, and confirmed them in the be- 
lief ‘that it was a concerted defign to 
cut them off. They recolleéted many 
previous circumftances, and, by com- 
piring them together, concluded that 
, all of them concurred to indicate a con- 
fpiracy. While they were terri!ying 
.themielves with apprehentions. of pre- 
meditated mifchief, the centry came 
haitily running to acquaint them, that 


the pinnace was in fight, and approach- ~ 


ing fait to the place in which it had 
been ftationed the night before. This 
in an infant removed -their fears, and 
their infallible conclufions, founded 
upon a concurrence of circumftances, 
fhewed the vanity of groundleis con- 
jectures in a moft ridiculous light. 
The.boat had been driven from her 
grappling by the force of the current, 
and was again brought back on the re- 
turn of the tide. | 


‘The molt remarkable curiofity they ~ 


et w.th in this circuit, was the figure 
of an idol in bafket-work, not ill de- 
figned, and tolerably conftruéed. It 
was about feven feet high, and rather 
bulky in proportion to its height. It 
was cloathed with feathers, curioufly 
diverfified, and feeme.|, upon the whole, 
a valuable fpecimen of Indian ingenui- 
ty: they fav likewife a figure in ftore, 
which, tho’ rudely carved, fecmed to 
be highly prized by the -natives, as it 


was defended from the weather by.a - 


eovering of wood,

The greateft ambition of the chiefs 
of this country feems to be to have & 
magnificent morai, or burying place 
for the dead: that cf Oamo and Obes 
rea was 267 feet long, and 87 broads 
built in the form oa flight of fteps, 
narrewing from the bafe, and clofing 
at the top like the ridye of a houfe. It 
confifted .of eleven tteps, each ftep a- 
bout four feet high, and it was built or 
coral ftone fquared and polifhed, with- 
out mortar or other cement, and yet 
was as neatly jointed as if the materials 
had been wrought by the belt artift. 

As they traverfed the coaft of this 
diftriét, which was a part of the divi- 
fion of the‘ifland where the thip lay, - 
they were annoyed with the bones and 
vertebre of human {fkeletons, which 
lay unburied along the fhore ; and, 
upon enquiry, they were told that they 
were the remains of natives who had 
been killed by a neighbouring people, 
who had made an incurfion into the 
country of Oamo and QOberea, had 
driven them to the mountains, killed 
many of their people, and carried away 
their hogs and the fpoil, among which 
were the goofe and the turkey already 
mientioned ; and this accounted for the 
diminution of Oberea’s authority fince 
the firft vifit of the Dolphin, when the 
was in the height of it. 

Having furrounded the iflind, and 
gratified their curiofity, they arrived: 
at the fort, after fix days ablence.. 
They found every where a fcarcity of 
bread-fruit, and learnt that the pro 
duce of the former year was near ex- 
hnufted, and that what was on the trees 
would not be ripe.in lefs than three 
months to come. In this tour they 
found the ifland to be about thirty 
leapucge in circumference. 

While Mr. Banks was examining 
the fources of the river which formed 
the harbour where the fhip lay, the 
mariners were employed in haltening 
their departure; but twoof them, wha, 
were ablent on leave, having quairel- 
led with the natives, returned muca. 
wounded. Foxtunately, the affailants 
had taken refuge in the woods, or the 
cfew and the natives had proba sly been 
involved ina general rupture. How. 
ever, an incident happened that threat- 
ened a breach, though, by proper ma- 
nagement, it ended amicab'y.. A night 
or two before the thip. had orders to. 
fail, two young fellows, marines, fe- 
cicted themfeives on hove, wiera view 
of remainirg there with the womem 
with whom they had contratied an in- 
thin2cys 
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timacy ; and they were encovriged 
thereto by the natives, who had thewa 


them where they might lurk till the. 


fhip thou'd depart. ‘The Captain, fuf- 
peSing thar intention, and determi: 
ning not to fail without them, firtk 
made heftages of fome of the principal 
leaders, and-then fent a party, with 
proper guides, to recover the :una- 


“ways, The natives, in their turn, 


made prifoners of the party fent on the 
purfuit, and difpatched a meffenger to 
acquaint the captain, that they thould 
be detained tili the chicfs were releafed. 
The Captain,not relifhing the meflage, 
fent his Lieutenant, with a ttrong party 
of men, torefcue the prifoners 3 and, 
miifting that Tootahah fhould give pe- 
remptory orders for their delivery, or 
be anfwerable for their detention, he 
seadily complicd; the purfuers and pur- 
fued were peaceably reftorcd, the chiefs 
releafed, and the whole affair amicably 
accommodated. 

This was the laft conteit that hap- 
pened with the natives; and Tupia, 
of whom mention has frequently been 
‘wade in this and the former voy.-ge, 
having expreficd a-defire of vifiting Eu- 
rope, he, with his fervant Tayota, a 
youth about thirteen; were joyfully re- 
ceived on board. This man was, per= 
haps, the moft intelligent Indian the 
ifland could boaft of, and, had he fur- 
vived, would probably have enlighten- 
ed Europe witha new fpecies of learn- 
ing, and explained the whole fyfiem of 
myftical ceremonies in the idolatrous 
religion of the inhabitants of the tro- 
pical regions, ail, of whom feem to pay 
adoration to the fame kind -of gods, 
His death, therefore, cannot be fuffi- 
ciently regretted, 

On the 13th of July, they weighed, 
and fet fail. Juft before their depar- 
juie the fhip was crouded with the 
chiefs, who came to teke leave of their 
friends, and furrounded with canoes, 
filled with a mixed multitude, but 
chiefly women of the inferior clafs, 
who came to exprefs, by their tears and 
lamentations, their forrow for the de- 
parture of their new acquaintances : fo 
fenfibly are the paffions excited by the 
dumb language of the heart; for, as 
yet, their tpeech was as uninteliigible 
to each other as the cackling of fo ma- 


ny geele. 


Whatever might he the Captain’s 
motive tn taking fo much pains to re- 
cover the two marines that had expref- 
jed their: defire to remain with their 
women. upon the ifiand, itis much to 


be regretted that they did not make 
their efcape. In procefs of time they 
would have made 'themfelves acquaint- 
ed with the language, cuftoms, policy, 
and religious worfhip of the inhabi+ 
tants; would have given them higher 
notions of the Supreme Being; would 
have introduced new arts among them ; 
and, it is not improbable, that, in vie 
fiting the neighbouring ‘flands, difco- 
veries migitt have been made, by their 
mens, of mines, or other valuable 
articles of traffic, highly. advantageous. 
to their native country. 

The fhip being now under fail, the 
fcene at parting was tiuly affecting ; for 
the natives appeared to have contracted 
a real affe€tion for their vifitors, and to 
be fenfible of the advantages. they 
fhould reap from their longer ftay. 
Among the better fort, the tears.dropt 
infeufibly from their eyes, and they 
parted with their friends in filent for- 
row. The inferior clafs filled the air 
with their cries, and preffed about the 
fhip in fuch multitudes, that it was 
with difficul:y the made her way thro” 
the croud. Tupia mounted, with 
Mr. Banks to the maft-head, and 


looked withfully towards his country — 


all the while it remained in fight.

ous-death they fo juftly deferve, with 
the undaunted refolution of a Soie 
philofopher? Thé courage expreffed 
m the following lines would have be- 
come a Sene¢a ora Raleigh, but feems 
not fo fuitable to the charaéter of a cri- 
minal, ¢ 
Fhecharge is prepar’d ;the lawyers aremeét, 
The jedpen all van gd—a terrible fhow! 
go undifmay’d,—for death is.a debt, 
Adebt on demand,—fo take what I owe: 
The chief end of. punithment is to 
prevent the commiffion of the like of- 
fences for the future ; and therefore all 
good fubjeéts thould endeavour, as far 
as they are able, to lieighten the ter- 
rors of the penalties annexed by the 
laws to flagrant crimes ; but to place, 
on the contrary, thefe penalties in a 
ludicrous light, and to reprefent them 
as eafy to be borne, and contemptible, 
is, in effeét, blunting the edge of the 
civil fword, and opening the flood- 
gates (if I may fo fpéak) to the moft 
outrageous enormities; The mifchief 
will be ftill farther prorhoted, if the 
lives of fuch abandoned wretches as 
robbers and ftreet- walkers are defcribed 
as agreeable, and full of mirth and 
pleafure. How far a late celebrated 
entertainment may have contributed 
tow.irds thofe daring attacks which are 
daily committed on the property of the 
fubje&, in the fteets of our capital, in 


defiance of a’i-iaw, and, I believe, be- . 


yond the example of former ages, I 
will not pretend to fay; but, [ am 
fure, nothing can be more proper to 
foment thefe violences than {uch lines 
as thefe :

The agreablenefs of the entertain- 
ment, and its beimg adapted to the tafte 
of the'vulgar, and fet to eafy tunes 
(which almoft every body can remem- 
ber), makes. the contagion fpread wi- 
der, and the confequence the more to 
be dreaded.

ty fix hours, in which this writer, 

who, it feems, is a cabinet-maker, had 
not (he fays) two houts reft.

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that time his antagonift, Mr. W. 
Francis (a furgeon and apothecary) 
Sgured on him (as his phrafe is) at the 
game of two. handed whift, about 200l. 
of which he paid him immediately 
eighty guineas in money. After fleep- 
ing himfelf into part of his fenfes, he 
began, however, from feveral circum- 
ftances, to think he had been cheated;
